On May 17 shots were 
fired by unknown assailants at 
two of Koenig's associates, Bir- 
ney T. (Chick) Havey Jr. and 
Kenneth Mueller, with Mueller | 
being wounded. Koenig disap- | 
peared last June 20 and his 
body, with two bullet holes in 
it, was found two days later in 
the trunk of his automobile. 

East St. Louis police last 
night were investigating a story 
told by a man who said he saw 
Koenig in the hands of two 
other persons the night Koenig 
was last seen on U.S. Alternate 
Highway 67 about three miles 
north of East St. Louis. ' 

The witness, whose identity | 
was kept secret by police for his 
own safety, said he stopped his 
automobile and offered to help 
when he saw the man he be-' 
lieved was Koenig slumped down 
and being put into a car, but 
was told to move on. 

The witness described the car | 
as a late model Oldsmobile of 
two shades of green. The shots 
fired at Havey and Mueller 
came from a machine of that 
description.

Modification of the State Tax 
Commission order to boost real 
estate assessments in St. Louis 
county was urged yesterday by 
county Councilman James H. J. 
McNary to avoid what he termed 
possible serious danger to the 
entire tax structure in the 
county. 

He told the Post-Dispatch he 
had heard reports that a number 
of property owners plan court 
action against the _ increases. 
Such litigation, he pointed out, 


could result in long drawn out! * 
and serious complications in re-| 


assessing property. 

Delays of this nature, McNary 
pointed out, might cause grave 
financial problems for’ the |_— 
county and the various govern- 
mental units within the county 
which derive their income from 
property taxes. 

Establishing tax rates and esti- 
mating income, he explained, 
depend on knowing 
valuation. Should court action 
put a cloud over the assessment 
procedure, he. said, financial 
planning would become. ex- 
tremely difficult. 

Ordered $300,945,559 Boost. 

In a long-announced move, 
the tax commission last week or- 
dered that county assessments 
be increased by $300,945,559 to 
make a new total of $769,891,919. 
The new valuation would be the 
basis for 1955 property taxes. 
‘The commission action was 
part of its program to bring as- 
sessed valuation of all real es- 
tate in the 114 Missouri counties 
up to 30 per cent of true market 
value. Last year, the agency 
said, St. Louis county property 
was assessed at 18.12 per cent 
of true value, on the average. 

McNary said that to avoid the 
possible financial problems for 
the county, the commission 


should change its order and per- | 


mit the county to boost assess- 
ments on the basis of a parcel- 
by-parcel revaluation of all real 
estate, which the county coun- 
cil has authorized. 

McNary, Democrat from the 
Second District, was a member 
of a special committee of coun- 
cilmen which studied the re- 
valuation problem after the 
state agency announced it would 
order the increase. He said, 
however, he was expressing his 
personal views yesterday. 

Lowered Rates Indicated. 

Taxing agencies in the coun- 
ty have indicated tax rates on 
any increased valuation would 
be lowered to an amount a 
ficient to provide the same rev- 
enue as had been soateuntane 
before the assessment boosts | 
were ordered. 

What action will be taken by 
the county in response to the 
commission order has not been 
decided. 

Directives to increase assess- 
ments were sent to 25 other 
counties last week, Counties re- 
ceiving the orders ‘are those 
determined by the commission 
to have had valuations of less

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Diary of a Correspondent in Russia—Moscow Foreign 
Office Bureaucrat Sees Cartoon by Fitzpatrick and 
Comments, ‘We Have Other Ideas’—Professors Get 
Higher Salaries Than Industrial Plant Heads.

USSIAN censors, those unseen, mysterious and once all-powerful charac 
ters who decided what should and should not be printed about the Soviet 


Union, must be in a deep quandary over the recent influx of visitors, 
particularly newspaper correspondents who stay only a short time. 


All censorship has been relaxed within the past few months by the 
Kremlin leadership, but the form remains for cabled dispatches. 


new 
In Moscow, 


news stories must be submitted at a smal! window in the telegraph section 
of the central post office and are soon returned to the writers after they have 
been censored and sent to the outside world, Three copies must be filed, 


two are kept by the government. 

Telephone reporting to New York, Lon- 
don, Paris and Stockholm is still occasion- 
ally cut off when the censors think corre- 
spondents have overstepped the previously 
narrow boundaries set by Communist lead- 
ers on what shall not be disclosed about 
Russian affairs. 

This puts a continuous strain on the 
highly competitive permanent correspond- 
ents, especially those thinking in terms of 
seconds and minutes who do not want their 
copy held up. From experience they gen- 
erally know how to phrase their material 
to get tt cleared. 

Visiting correspondents are under less 
pressure. They, and presumably the cen- 
sors, know they can write as they please 
as soon as they get to Western Europe.

CENSORSHIP at the sending point— 
something quite different from censorship 
at the source—is almost invariably absurd 
and ineffective because the press will 
have its say one way or another. For in- 
stance, the Moscow censors still bar the 
word “inflation” to describe the current 
high: prices throughout Russia, yet it is 
permissible to write that “money is chas- 
ing goods,” fhe tell-tale mark of the lower- 
ing purchasing power of currency. 

Of the more than 10,000 words I cabled 
from Russia, only about 200 words were 
blacked out. Following are typical exam- 
ples of what the Moscow censors do not 
want printed about Russia. It is no coinci- 
dence that the deleted parts, shown in 
boldface type, related to money and agri- 
culture. 

In a dispatch about the farm situation 
the original story said in part: 

“Farmers have shown they will produce 
more if sure consumer goods will be avail- 
able for the money they make. In other 
years, suspicious of money with declining 
purchasing power, they limited their pro- 
duction or consumed their own products 
whenever consumer goods were scarce. 

“Foreign observers say this will be a 
decisive test for the new leaders and are 
making no predictions as to the outcome.” 

“Stalin initiated the state and collective 
farm idea as part of the first five-year pro- 
gram begun in 1928. There was persistent 
opposition from rich and middle peasants 
to collectivization and factory methods and 
wages. His determination was great and 
he continued the program at full strength 
until the famine of 1933-34. There were 
reports at the time that the drive was re- 
laxed because army morale was lowered 
when soldiers learned what was happening 
to their families and homes.” 


“Stalin was doctrinaire where farming 
was concerned, as was demonstrated in the 
early 1930s. What the new leaders will do 
is in a state of flux.” 

A dispatch about Moscow showplaces had 
this censored sentence: 

“At the American exchange rate of four 
rubles to the dollar prices are terribly high 
and still seem extremely high in compari- 
son with average monthly wages of work- 
ers at 600 to 800 rubles for a 48-hour 
week.” 

In a dispatch about general impressions: 

“But the clothes worn by the people are 
generally shoddy and obviously old, are of 
great variety, from the ragged quilted 
short overcoats worn by the old—and 
sometimes young—women who sweep the 
streets and sidewalks with brooms of dried 
twigs to the shoulder-boarded uniforms of 
finest materials worn by high-ranking mili- 
tary men.”

CORRESPONDENTS are not allowed to 
see the censors or learn why some infor- 
mation is barred. Occasionally their dis- 
patches are held up for weeks without 
explanation. When their censored copy is 
returned, usually promptly, they can send 
messages to their offices to kill the story 
if the material has been distorted. 


When I was in Moscow in 1931, a re- 
porter could argue with the censors before 
sending a dispatch. At that time Constan- 
tine Oumansky, later Russian Ambassador 
to Washington, was the press officer. He 
and the censors objected to my statement 
that “Stalin is pursuing a centrist pol- 
icy,” meaning that he was not going as 
far as the Trotskyite program. To learn 
how censorship worked, I insisted that 
since this was my own impression it should 
be passed. The argument lasted about 30 
minutes and as a clincher I said I would 
send the dispatch from Berlin with an ex- 
planation that Russian censors had refused 
to clear it. Oumansky came back from the 
inner recesses of the Foreign Office to say 
it could be sent as written. But when it 
was received in St. Louis, the offending 
phrase had been deleted. |

AT PRESENT the really effective cen- 
sorship, as in the Defense Department in 
Washington, is at the source of informa- 
tion. Foreign correspondents are not per- 
mitted to talk With high governmental, 
party or industrial leaders except when 
they turn ap at the various diplomatic 
affairs. The Hearst interviews were rare 
exceptions to a strict rule. Russian news- 
papers, which have some leeway because 
of the Communist policy of “self-criti-

cism,” print only “constructive” stories and 
editorials. Deviations from the Kremlin 
line are severely punished. 

The foreign press must deal with a For- 
eign Office bureaucrat named Leonid F.

In my efforts to obtain inter- 
views with high governmental, party and 
military officials, I showed him the first 
articles in the Post-Dispatch series, “The 
Struggle for Peace.”

DESPITE THIS Moscow censorship of 
news at sources and at the sending point, 
a visitor can see enough during the short 
stays permitted by the Russian visa to 
learn a great deal about the Soviet Union 
and its people. At no time did I feel I was 
under surveillance. Others said the same 
thing. Under the new leadership, orders 
may have been given out to be friendly to 
foreign visitors. The Russian inherently isa 
friendly, curious person, and all that was 
needed was some indication that associa- 
tion with foreigners would not be punished. 

The present atmosphere is far different 
from what it was in 1922-23 when. as a 
district supervisor in White Russia for 
the American Relief Administration, I was 
shadowed everywhere; in 1930 and 1931, 
when my guides seemed to have the au- 
thority of security police; and in 1937, at 
the height of the purge trials, when very 
few Russians dared to be 
American. In the last-named year I saw 
Alexander A. Troyanovsky, then Russian 
Ambassador to the United States, now 
dead, between acts at the Opera in Mos- 
cow. He was standing with a group and 
when he recognized me he motioned to 
come over. As soon as we began talking, 
the Russians with him drifted away.

Nonetheless. the so-called Committee for 
Defense Against Communism continues to 
act as a Virtual secret police and to make 
arrests for “disrespect toward the govern- 
ment.”

“The Struggle for Peace” series in which a 
number of thoughtful and highly placed Amer'-

\issourt Has a Problem, Too 
The riot at the State of Washington's big 
penitentiary near Walla Walla ought to serve as 
a grim reminder to. Missourians that their own 
prison problem is still far from being solyed. 

Inmates at the Missourl Penitentiary at Jeffer- 
son City are said to be receiving better prepared 
meals and some recreation periods. That is all 
to the good. But the ugly fact in the Missouri 
situation is that some 2700 inmates of the main 
prison are caged in their cells most of the time. 
Aside from perhaps an hour of recreation each 
day they have nothing to do. And nobody seems 
to have any idea what to do with them—except 
perhaps to permit them to sit and rot out their 
years 

More prisoners are idie now than 
before the disturbances of last fall, which re- 
sulted In the death of five convicts, injury or 
wounding of 67 others and some $3,000,000 in 
damage to prison buildings and industries. That 
fact brings credit to neither Gov. Donnelly nor 
the Legislature, which has fumbled the ball 
badly 

True, the Legislature has provided money for 
an improved guard system, and it did appropriate 
$1,500,000 for “constructing and equipping in- 
dustrial buildings.” But this last is only half 
the depreciated value of the industrial buildings 
destroyed, and even they employed only a minor- 
ity of the pre-riot prison population. 

The Legislature also passed an enabling act 
for financing retirement of a proposed $75,000,- 
000 bond issue for the building needs of the 
penal, eleemosynary and higher educational in- 
stitutions. But this will not be effective until 
after the people adopt a constitutional amend- 
ment authorizing the bond issue, and the Gover- 
nor hasn't even decided when to call an election 
on the matter.

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The Old Greeks Can Help Us

From Homer to Tennyson, poets, philosophers and statesmen 
followed ancient Greek traditions of what is done and what is 
simply not done; postwar abandonment of these standards in 
the arts reflects general barbarization, says famous’ scholar. 


Gilbert Murray, British Teacher and Writer, 
in The Atlantic Monthly 


While no doubt the prospects of a 
Latin quotation in the House of Com- 
mons or a sermon are much less bright 
than they were in Mr. Gladstone's time, 
or even in Mr. Asquith’s, I think there 
is among non-classical people a desire to 
know about the famous old Greeks and 
Romans—provided it does not involve 
too much trouble or loss of time. 


Modern literature, since the inven- 
tion of printing, is 
voluminous that of 
the books in the 
great libraries I 
dare say hardly one 
in a hundred ex- 
pects to be read 
again. But a fair fa- 
miliarity with the 
Greek and Latin 
classics provides a 
key to all the mod 
ern European clas 
sics. These words 
written down and 
copied again and 
again, represent mo 
ments of experience 
which mankind 
would not allow to die, 
precious to be forgotten... In 
sages. the soul of man 
door and knocks.

A classical education does, as a matter 
of fact, seem to produce good results. In 
most of the leading departments of life, 
in the bar, the civil service, the Church, 
or the House of Commons, people with 
the classical education have a high 
record. 


Ancient Model for the West 


But the critic will say that modern 
Europe has for generations been study- 
ing Greek and Roman history and 
philosophers. Surely any message, any 
revelation which they may have for us 
must long ago have permeated our 
whole tradition. 


This criticism seems at:first sight ob- 
vious and convincing: One can only 
wonder why it is that practically no 
civilized country has acted upon it. 


It seems undeniable that ancient 
Greece provides a period of extraordi- 
nary and unique importance. The Greeks 
produced and handed on to us work 
which has served as a sort of permanent 
modet to all Europe—poems of which a 
prose translation, with most of the beau- 
ty lost, can sell in many thousands. 


They produced drama over which men 
still weep and laugh, and to which man 
never created anything approximate), 
equal till the Elizabethan period, two 
thousand vears later: philosophy of 
which one can say much the same 

The classics are never mere books 
of information. They are essentially the 
books that you can read and reread, 
learn and venerate and love; and to be 
destitute of such books is to a civilized 
nation repulsive. 


~Poetry: Another Heritage 


How many times has Plato been con- 
tradicted, disproved, re-explained, and 
again disproved” I suspect that the best 
and most classic philosophy does not 
protess to give a clear and final answer 
to a definite problem; it helps you to 
see deeper and more clearly into sub 
jects about which you will never reach 
the whole truth. The whole may be be- 
yond human intelligence, but it is a 
great thing to be able to follow a great 
mind deeper into the mystery. 

I should have thought that the really 
great scientist, like the great philoso- 
pher, was conscious that beyond his 
facts there remained, and perhaps would 
always remain, a region of wonder. 


This is more obviously and profound- 


f 


ly true of the other great heritage which 
the Greeks have left us, poetry. Phi- 
losophy is primarily a matter of hard 
thinking. Poetry depends on our sense 
of beauty, on admiration and delight, 
on emotion and sympathy with emotion. 
It may sometimes give an exact state- 
ment of the facts, but its true aim is al- 
ways something beyond the facts. 


I suppose there is in every art, as 
there is in every society, not exactly a 
set of fixed rules but a traditional norm, 
a way of living and behaving, which the 
Greeks might call Themis—the thing 
that is expected, that is always done, 
and which implies of course a number 
of things that are not Themis, that are 
simply “not done,” at least by people 
who behave themselves. This is the way 
in which classic poets have behaved, 
from Homer to Tennyson. 


Of course some general causes of 
change are always at work. It is only 
natural that a younger generation 
should sometimes feel that it has had 
enough of the style which its elders 
and betters are always commending. 


‘Into the Postwar Brew’ 


Another influence constantly at work 
is the eternally seductive dream of most 
artists that they are concerned not with 
show but with truth, not with mere art 
but with nature. 


This desire to reject all mere orna- 
mentation and strike straight at the 
heart of reality, if made a main princi- 
ple, is suicidal. It implies an attempt to 
deny that art itself is art. 


If poetry is meant in a sense to re- 
veal truth, as no doubt it is, it does 
so not, like science, by statements, but 
always by the overtones of its music. 


Into the post-war brew there has 
slipped something different; is it a new, 
revelation, or is it a touch of delirium, 
a real rebellion against Themis, express- 
ing itself in all the arts? Is it really a 
sort of echo of the general barbarization 
of national life in post-war Europe” 

An unpartial report from modern 
Greece said, one prevailing fashion has 
been to choose “the dissolution of the 
soul of contemporary man”; “the mo- 
notony, misery, and ugliness of every- 
day life is the poet's theme.” The move- 
ment, then, did not live, like older 
movements, “by admiration, hope, and 
love.’’ nor yet certainly by “terror and 
pity.” It lived by ennui. discontent, and 
disgust. “Unintelligibility became the 
order of the day.” 


Where the Classics Can Help 


Classical scholars have a standard to 
maintain, a standard of Sophrosynce, of 
piety, and of careful, sensitive work. 
For the disorder that has affected our 
own province of letters seems to be not 
a mere change of taste but a part of that 
terrific disorder which has since the end 
of the first war gone so far to wreck the 
rule of Themis in our civilization. 


And here we lovers of the classics 
can help. The essence of the classical 
spirit is to recognize standards, to know 
and admire and follow what is really 
good. I often think how greatly the good 
feeling of nations toward one another 
would be eased and bettered if instead 
of current news and scandals we would 
read one another's classics. 


There are many forces’ at work ac- 
tively rebarbarizing the civilized world. 
But the old phrase of Dionysius describ- 
ing the Athenians as “those who made 
gentle the life of mankind” remains true 
now of our Hellenic heritage. If Eu- 
rope can preserve and America uphold 
the standards that we call “classic” or 
“Christian” or “Hellenic,” there will be 
at least one greater center at which the 
higher, gentler, nobler influences of the 
world can gather and stand fast.

VIATION DAY in the Soviet Union was last Sunday.

This was a repeat perform- 
ance of the practice flights for 
the May day celebration two 


months ago, which so shocked 


the Western world by the dem- 
onstration of advanced types of 
military aircraft. It included 
also two types never seen be- 
fore. One was a new jet trans- 
port believed made to carry 
from 54 to 60 passengers: the 
other was a new twin-engined 
helicopter of immense size. 

The jet transport apparently 
is in advance of anything built 
so far in the West. The new 
helicopter, of which four were 
shown, is larger than any heli- 
copter built in the West. At 
the show, ramps were let down 
from them and small trucks 
carrying soldiers and_ trucks 
towing cannon drove out. 

Displayed along with the su- 
per-helicopters were about 500 
smaller ones. 

More Significant Items. 
The jet transport and the 
mammoth helicopters have noth- 
ing like the significance of the 
advanced types of aircraft shown 
last Sunday and before and after 
May day. What 
displayed, in each case in com- 
bat formations and consequently 
in series production, were: 

Transonic MIG-17 fighters, 
of which more than 7000 have 
been made. 

Formations of 50 and 47 
supersonic fighters, believed 
to be in the 1000 miles-per- 
hour class. 

A formation of 50. all- 
weather fighters superior in 


performance to anything in 
use in the West. 
Formations of Type 37 


heavy jet bombers comparable 
to the American B-52. 

Formations of medium jet 
bombers comparable to the 
American B-47. These were 
first seen in formation in May 
1954. 

Formations of nine and 
seven turbo-prop bombers be- 
lieved capable of interconti- 
nental flight. 

The most startling feature of 
these exhibitions is not that the 
Soviets have sutceeded in get- 
ting into production in advanced 
aircraft in any one type, two or 
three years ahead of the West. 
but in the extraordinary fact 
that they have. succeeded in 
doing this in every type at once 
except for the medium and 
heavy bombers, where _ the 
United States has a commanding 
lead in medium and is about 
even in the heavy bombers. 


Remarkable Accomplishment. 

It must be admitted that this 
represents a remarkable accom- 
plishment for the Soviet aviation 
industry. They have developed 
turbo-prop and jet bombers at 
the same time. The United States 
has an urgent requirement for 
turbo-prop airplane tankers. but 
is years away frqm production. 
We concentrated on jets. un- 
willing to go all-out for both 
types of engines at one time 
The West has nothing com- 
parable to the Soviet jet trans- 
port. What might have been a 
Jet transport is being. produced 
in the United States as a jet 
tanker. The jet is not so satis- 
factory as a tanker as is the 
turbo-prop, but had to be ac- 
cepted as a substitute. Each time 
a B-47 has to lose altitude and 
slow down to fuel in flight from 
piston tankers it loses 500 miles 
of range. 

Another remarkable Soviet 
accomplishment is that in ad- 
dition to getting advanced 
types in every category into 
production earlier than the 
West, it is producing every 


type faster and in greater 
numbers than the United 
States. 


The Russians produced 13.- 
100 subsonic MIG-15s in four 
years compared te . United 
States and Canadian produc- 
tion of 6000 of the F-86s in 
more than five years. 

This is a greater production 
of this single type of aircraft 
than all the jet aircraft of all 
types the United States has in 
all services. They have produced 
7000 of the transonic MIG-17 in 
two years compared to United 
States production of fewer hun- 
dreds than the Soviet thousands 
of the comparable F-100 Super 
Sabre. 

U.S. Ahead in Big Bombers. 


The United States has a tre- 
mendous advantage in the pro- 
duction of heavy bombers due to 
long experience in that field and 
extensive production facilities 
Nevertheless, it is believed that 
the Soviet Union is outproduc- 
ing the United States in heavy 
jet bombers and at least equal- 
ing our production in medium 
jet bombers. They already have 
produced more light jet bombers 
than all the Free World com- 
bined have produced of all types 
of jet bombers. 

With this background it may 
be instructive to attempt to pro- 
ject the relative positions of the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union in the air three years 
from now at the end of the fis- 
gal year ending June 30, 1958. 

By this time the United States 
will have completed the equip- 
ment of the 137-wing Air Force, 
which was decided upon in the 
fali of 1953. with jet bombers. 
This in turn was a minor change 
in the 143-wing Air Force de- 
signed in the fall of 1950

Looked at from the opposite

ROME, July 9 ‘AP)—A minis- 
ter of the American-supported 
Church of Christ in Italy was 
sentenced to 10 days in jail to- 
day for affixing a sign on his 
church building after police had 
removed it. 

The minister, Cline R. Paden 
of Brownfield, Tex., also was 
fined 3000 lire (about $5). 

The ‘sentence was’ suspended 
pending outcome of an appeal 
immediately field in Paden’s be- 
half by Giacomo Rosapepe, 
Rome attorney who represents 
the Church of Christ in Italy. 

Today’s action was the latest 
development.in.a long*series of 
conflicts between members of 
the church and Italian police. 

The court's decision was given 
after its three presiding judges 
| had conferred for 40 minutes. 
| The decision came just as an- 
| other Evangelical church group 
in Rome, the Baptists, sent a 
message of greetings to Italy's 
'new premier, Antonio Segni, 
and expressed the hope that his 
| government would bring an end 
“to legal obstructionism against 
| Evangelical Christians” and “re- 
spect the constitutional rules for 
religious liberty.” 

Paden, one of a group of 
Americans who came _ . here 
shortly after the war to estab- 
lish the Church of Christ in pre- 

|dominantly Roman Catholic 
Italy, Was charged with violating 
|.a police regulation. 

Today's court decision was 
opposite to a preceding decision 
by Rome’s tribunal last March. 
Then the tribunal defended 
both the church’s right to prac- 
tice and to affix signs upon its 
place of worship. 

That decision sharply criti- 
|cized Rome police officials for 
| twice tearing down sigts from 
| the Church of Christ building in 
Rome. It also stated that the 
church is protected by the Ital- 


‘ian constitution which guaran- 


tees religious liberty to all. 

| Only yesterday, Paden ap- 
peared before the State Coun- 
cil in Rome, Italy’s highest mag- 
| istracy, to appeal for recognition 
'as a minister of his church in 
Italy.

Without a Good Catcher? 
ILLIS JOHNSON, former 
W oasedai writer, who was 
pig me secretary for the 
St. Louis Federal League club 
and the Browns during the 
ownership of. the -late Phil 
Ball, has some definite ideas 


about what a ball club must 
have to win. 

Willis, now in retirement, 
was fanning about the Cardin- 
als the other day and he quick- 
ly got to his point. 


“Catching 1s the big thing,” 
Willis said, “and I'll be inter- 
ested to see what the Brook- 
lyn team does while it is with- 
out the services of Roy Cam- 
panella. Actually there are 
only two outstanding catchers 
in baseball today—Campanel- 
la and Yogi Berra—and their 
teams are leading the leagues.” 

Johnson recalled some words 
of wisdom from Roger Bres- 
nahan, a great catcher of the 
old days. 

“When Bresnahan joined the 
Cardinals in 1909, my second 
year aS a baseball writer,” 
Johnson elaborated, “he told 
me that if you didn’t have a 
smart catcher on your club you 
might as well throw the whole 
outfit in the river. Roger went 
on to say that God had been 
good to those fellows out on 
the mound. They had big 
strong bodies, powerful throw- 
ing arms, but their assets were 
largely physical. They needed 
a smart catcher, in most casés, 
to make full use of their 
strictly physical prowess.” 

Bresnahan, as Willis admit- 
ted, might have been a bit 
prejudiced, inasmuch as he 
was a catcher, but the fact re- 
mains, to support the Duke's 
story to Johnson, thaf good 
catchers and pennant-winners 
have gone together through 
the years with few exceptions. 


Catching Was Excellent 

Each Year the Cards Won. 

AKE the history of the 
T Cardinals, for instance. 

They won their first pen- 
nant in 1926 and one of the 
most important moves to make 
the club a winner was the deal 
that brought Bob O'Farrell to 
St. Louis. 

In 1928, 1930 and 1931 the 
late Jimmy Wilson, one of 
the best catchers in the busi- 
ness, was in a Redbird uni- 
form and.Gus Mancuso, an- 
other canny receiver, was im- 
portant as an aid to Jimmy, 
during the 1930 season. 

Ir 1934 Virgil Davis was the 
veteran catcher, but that year 
an unusually fine recruit came 
along in mask and pad, Bill 
DeLancey, one of the best 
young catchers the Cardinals 
ever’ produced, was good 
enough to catch every inning 
during the world series. 

Pitching bogged down in the 
Cardinal picture after that 
and the club didn’t win again 
until 1942, when big Walker 
Cooper came along. He was 
one of the club’s bulwarks 
during the three straight pen- 
nant years of 1942, 43 and °44. 

Cooper was gone in 1946, 
but that year Del Rice was 
good and he had help from 
Joe Garagiola, who during the 
late months of that season and 
in the world series looked 
like another Bill DeLancey. 

One of the most unfortun- 
ate deals the Cards ever made 
was the sale of Walk Cooper 
to the Geants. Usually the 
Cardinals got good value for 
good players, but they got 
onjy money for Coop and it 
was expensive money. It cost 
the club two vor three pen- 
nants. 

Walk Cooper was big, strong 
and smart. A silent son of 
the Ozarks until he knew you 
well, he said a lot when he 
did talk. We recall one day 
at the war-time training camp 
at Cairo, Ill., Cooper was on 
the bench, watching, and a 
young catcher was behind the 


plate. 
“I'll betcha I can call every 
pitch this pitcher makes,” 


Cooper suggested. We watched 
txe pitcher and we couldn't 
see any tell-tale, give-away 
signs. 

“You' re watching the wrong 
man.” said Coop. “Watch the 
catcher.” 

Then after a few pitches 
Cooper explained what we 
were missing. 


It Does Help a Hitter 


To Know What’s Coming. 


‘éé EE how the catcher 
§ packs up after giving 
some signs, while he 


edges forward or stays where 
he is after others,” Cooper 
asked. “You see, when a fast 
ball is coming the catcher 
wants plenty of room. If it’s 
breaking stuff he has to be 
up close. Now see if you can 
call ’em, too.” 

It was easy after that. When 
the catcher gave his sign and 
eased backward, it was to be 
a fast ball. When he stood 
his ground or edged forward 
it would be a curve. 

“All the batter has to dois 
look out of the corner of his 
eye,” Big Walk summed up. 
“You know just what's coming. 
And the pitcher will be won- 
dering why the other guys are 
knocking his ears off.” 

We don't mean to suggest 
that the Cardinal catching of 
today is that bad, but it isn't 
always the pitcher who tips 
off what he’s going to pitch. 
And the fact remains that the 
other boys are hitting an awful 
lot of them there home runs 
off our boys.

AY ROBINSON is to box 
R Rocky Castellani at San 
Francisco on Friday, July 


22 in an elimination contest 
to find a contender for Bobo 
Olson's middleweight crown 
but according to recent rank- 
ings by the National Boxing 


Association, Robinson is not 
mentioned. 
Castellani, who dropped a 


verdict to Olson not so long 
ago, is rated No. 1 for the 160- 
pound title and Ralph ‘Tiger’ 
Jones, who walloped Robinson 
in Chicago last January is No. 
4 on the honorable mention 
list for the class. 

Should Robinson get over 
Castellani, he would be in line 
for a crack at Olson and even 
though Jones gave Ray such 
a trimming as he did, the for- 
mer title-holder will have to 
be given a chance to defeat 
Olson for a third time. He 
handed Bobo the first kavo of 
his career and defeated the 
champion on points the second 
time they met. That was be- 
fore Olson's rise to fame and 
Robinson would, of course, be 
facing a different fighter than 
the one he defeated. 

One thing about the Robin- 
son-Castellani bout, it will be 
telecast, breaking up the fast 
of the boxing fans here in re- 
cent weeks. They have been 
reduced to seeing films of old 
fights instead of the live stuff 
to which they had become ac- 
customed. 

Archie Moore tops the list 
of contenders for Rocky Mar- 
ciano's title, according to the 
N.B.A., so the September fight 
in Yankee Stadium will be the 
best which could be offered, 
all now agree. 

There is no logical contend- 
er available for Moore's light 
heavyweight title and Harold 
Johnson, Philadelphian who 
has just been suspended tor 
six months, is rated the No. 1 
outstanding boxer.

He recently 
knocked out Ronnie Delaney 
and Joe Miceli to move up in 
the rankings. 

Jimmy Carter, recently de- 
feated for the lightweight 
championship is rated the No. 
1 contender for the new cham- 
pion, Wallace “Bud” Smith of 
Cincinnati. They'll meet again 
in the near future, probably 
in Cincinnati and Carter will 
have a chance to regain the 
crown for the third time. 

Carter, it has often been 
said, never loses the 135-pound 
title, he just lends it to some- 
body else for a while. But 
whether he can come back far 
enough to deieat Smith is a 
different story. Carter is get- 
ting no younger fast and the 
slashing which Smith gave him 
might have a lasting effect. 
It required 15 stitches to close 
the cuts in Jimmy’s face after 
Smith got through with him.

After the meeting, reporters 
gathered around the _ smiling 


generai in the White . House 
lobby to ask whether he har- 
bored any presidential ambi- 
tions. (Some people, including 
Mr. Truman, thought Ike was a 
Democrat then.) 

He plopped down on a red 
leather couch, took off his cap 
and talked earnestly. 

“Look, you guys,” he said. “I 
don’t want to get myself spread 
all over the papers with this, 
but I want you to get something 
straight. 

“I don't believe a man should 
ever try to pass his historical 
peak. I think I pretty well hit 
my peak in history when I‘ac- 
cepted the German surrender in 
1945. 

“Now, why should I want to 
get into a completely foreign 
field and try to top that? Why 
should I go out and deliberate- 
ly risk that historical peak by 
trving to push a bit higher?” 

Yet, five years later he de- 
cided to do just that. He took 
off his five stars, slipped ‘into 
new battle gear of brown tweed 
and started fighting his way up 
another historical peak 

This is the story of what hap- 
pened to Gen. Eisenhower when 
he became a mister. It is not 
an analysis of his political be- 
liefs or an appraisal of his con- 
duct of government. It is an 
attempt at a human picture of 
his way of life as President. 

I approached the idea of an 
Eisenhower in the White House 
with some misgivings—not over 
his policies, but because I 
thought that after the colorful, 
easy-going Mr. Truman, the 
White House would be a dull, 
restrictive "place. I thought I 
would have a difficult time 
getting to know the new Presi- 
dent and the people around him. 

I was apprehensive about the 


formalism, inherent in Mr. 
Eisenhower's military  back-_ 
ground. 


Well, I was wrong. I got to 
know the new people at the 
White House’very well, even to 
the point of sharing kitchen 
privileges with some of the staff 
when we're on the road: to the 
point of Mr. Eisenhower trying 
with lip-biting patience to teach 
me the fundamentals of dry-fly 
casting. 

Mr. Eisenhower is not the 
hair-down, shoes-off buddy type 
that his predecessor was, not by 
the distance from the National 
Guard drill ground at Indepen- 
dence, Mo., to the brass buttons 
and the great halls of West 
Point. 

Nor does he have the flam- 
boyance and dramatic flair of 
F.D.R. But he has a pattern of 
his own, a distinctive quality 
that puts him in what Sidney 
Hyman defined in his “The 
American President” as “the 
natural aristocracy” from which 
Americans select their chief ex- 
ecutives. 

Mr. Eisenhower on occasion 
is complex and hard to fathom.

His long years as a professional 
soldier taught him stoicism and 
reserve. 

He will lapse into icy formality 
when he is bored, puzzled or 
confronted by what he regards 
as an undignified situation. Yet 
this same man will put on a 
kid’s beanie and frolic around 
the White House garden with 
visiting teen-agers. 

When he drops his guard and 
goes scampering off in his air- 
plane with his golf shoes 
clutched in his hand... when 
he squirms like a boy as they 
pat on his television makeup 

. when he takes an hour to 
show a child he never saw be- 
fore in his life ‘the intricacies 
of a spinning reel... when he 
gets red in the face as he fights 
exasperation and anger under 
the lash of a razor-edged pres» 
conference question then 
the man begins to come alive.

‘VE heard some of my col- 
| teagues complain that Mr. 

Eisenhower is cold toward 
many people, particularly re- 
porters, and this attitude ex- 
tends through his staff. 

I must admit that I shared 
this view before I had the op- 
portunity to watch him in action 
as a mister. I could not with 
honesty say that I feel I know 
him as well as I knew Mr. Tru- 
man, but he’s not the iceberg he 
has caused many people to be- 
lieve he is: 

Early in the 1952 campaign, 
he sometimes asked reporters 


to play golf with him. He 
doesn't do it now. 
What does that prove”? Two 


things: most of the White House 
reporters play stinking golf, 
plus the fact that if the Chief 
Executive played with one or 
two of the better golfing scribes, 
the excluded ones would raise 
the merry devil. 

On the ether hand, he loaned 
me a prized trout rod in Colo- 
rado and showed me how to 
use it. I've seen him fry fish 
for everybody in sight before 
tasting one himself. 

He drove, without an advance 
word to reporters or photog- 
raphers, to the home of a little 
boy he read of in the Denver 
Rocky Mountain News. The boy 
was dying of cancer and the 
President motored to his mod- 
est home one Sunday after 
church to have a man-to-man 
talk about cowboys. 

I've heard him implore re- 
porters. not to disclose that he 
used a small flashing spinner 
after mountain trout lest he lose 
face with the dry-fly-casting fra- 
ternity. I've seen him bristle 
with ill-concealed anger at the 
Same reporters for daring to 
question the Commander in 
Chief about his knowledge, or 


the lack of it, 
Army private 
Schine 

I've seen him lift an immli- 
grant girl to streaming tears of 
joy with a few simple and un- 
rehearsed words of praise for 
her fight to attain American cit- 
izenship. I also know of an in- 
stance when he used words as 
sulphurous aS any ever ém 
ployed by Mr. Truman to de: 
nounce a crooked office seeker 
for trying to ride the Eisen- 
hower coattails. 

These things, of course, don't 
happen every day, but they do 
happen and they are valuable in 
the search for something more 
in the Eisenhower personality 
than upstretched arms and an 
electric grin 

A great many people judge 
a President as a person by his 
speeches. There is more than a 
little criticism of Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s manner of speaking: his 
heavy formality in public; the 
way he opens the simplest lunch- 
eon speech in Washington by 
saving, “First, may I say that 
one of the distinct pleasures of 
my position is welcoming groups 
such as this to the nation’s capl- 
tal.” 

His speeches don't have the 
guttiness of a Truman stump 
speech or the drama of a Roose- 
velt oration. But if an effort 
were made to fit Mr. Eisenhower 
into another man’s mold, he 
wouldn't be Ike.

When Mr. Eisenhower first 
appeared on television leaning 
against his desk with his arms 
folded casually and talking di- 
rectly into the cameras ‘a Mont- 
gomery project), he was praised 
by many for his sincere ap- 
proach, but damned by others 
for becoming the creature of a 
TV Svengali. 

Too often people attempting 
to compare Mr. Eisenhower and 
Mr. Truman forget that the Mis- 
sourian cut his teeth on politics 
and is quite proud of his rise 
from precinct captain to the 
presidency. His pride is justi- 
fied. It is an amazing piece of 
Americana. 

The time Mr. Truman spent 
studying the lower levels of 
politics as a precifict boss was 
spent by his successor at West 
Point and the Army War Col- 
lege, following a professional 
soldier's career. 

There is, to be sure, a lot of 
politics in the Army, but not

President Eisen- 
hower's action. He has such an 
organic drive to be right that 
he takes forever, which in poli- 
tics may mean a matter of weeks 
or months, to determine and 
develop policy. 

It took a long time for him 
to work up visible anger at 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
who early in the Eisenhower 
tenure ripped into one section 
of the Administration after an- 
other Ike's slow burn at Mc- 
Carthy was slow because of an 
early determination to get 
along with Congress, particular- 
ly the Republicans 

The President is a “team” 
player. Open opposition from 
his own corner comes as a jolt, 
or at least it did. 

As months wore on, however, 
Mr. Eisenhower shifted ever so 
gradually to a thinly disguised 
dislike for the Wisconsin Sena- 
tor under the weight of Mc- 
Carthy’s persistent attacks on 
officials for whom the Presi- 
dent had high regard. 

It was not too difficult to 
chart his shift in personal feel- 
ing toward McCarthy. (Ike 
probably would disown person- 
al feelings toward the Senator, 
but believe me, that is a polit- 
ical nicety. No politician likes 
to admit that he’s personally 
sore at another one.) 

The President's public state- 
ments on the subject of McCar- 


thyvism were highly restrained 
until the Senator took on the 
Army. Even then, the chief 


executive did not excoriate the 
Senator by name. He even went 
out of his way to criticize those 
who would put personal differ- 
ences and disputes above what 
he called “honest debate.” 

In public statements, how- 
ever, the President gradually 
fashioned a shoe that could fit 
no one but: the junior Senator 
from Wisconsin. 

Although Mr. Eisenhower 
managed for a time to cloak his 
feelings to an extent, it was 
possible to detect his change 
toward the Senator by a shifting 
attitude on the part of the White 
House staff. 
“In the summer of 1953, few 
staff members would speak 
frankly about McCarthy, even in 
private. By the spring of 1954, 
a much different and more open 
attitude prevailed in the cor- 
ridors of the White House. 

Among other qualities dis- 
played by the President during 
his campaign and his early years 
in office was mettle—and a lot 


i 


lies of Europe. He delighted in 
callings kings and princes by 
their first names. 

Mr. Eisenhower has some 
measure of the same attitudes 
toward giants of American in- 
dustry and finance. There are 
few peasants among his social 
companions 

It is quite likely his Interest 
in a man is more in his achieve- 
ment than in his wealth. But it 
seems that in many instances 
wealth and achievement are 
combined in Ike's social selec- 
tions. 

It would be unfair to say that 
he likes the company of kings 
of finance and industry purely 
because of their Dun & Brad- 
street ratings. He believes that 
if a man has worked up to be- 
come president of the Ford Mo- 
tor Co., head of the Scripps- 
Howard newspapers, a college 
president or an _ archbishop, 
then certainly the man has a lot 
on the ball and will be literate 
and interesting.

N addition to admiring these 
| auatities, the President gath- 

ers diverse dinner groups 
around him in search of infor- 
mation, opinion and advice 

Even the best-informed chief 
executive is too frequently the 
prisoner of his staff and his po- 
litical party. A President, if he 
is to exercise his best judgment. 
should guard constantly against 
an overdose of yes-ing, as wel] 
as against absorbing too much 
information and opinion offered 
by persons attempting to tell 
him what they think he wants to 
hear. 

It would be erroneous to say 
that Mr. Eisenhower deliberately 
seeks out opinions contrary to 
his. On the other hand. his 
quest for independent ideas, 
even on the social level, reflects 
his strong distaste for failure. 
Since the playing fields of West 
Point, he has shown an abiding 
desire for success.

The longer he serves,  htw- 
ever, the more philosophic he 
appears to become about such 
situations. 

Another jarring lesson he had 
to learn as a politician and a 
President was the necessity of 
being nice to people he disliked 
or, even worse, who were bores. 
At his earlier social functions in 
the White House, Ike spent most 
of the evening with a few of the 
guests who were close friends or 
truly interesting. 

As. he became more experi- 
enced in White House social! life, 
he began to float around with 
greater ease at the larger par- 
ties. At smaller affairs, he in- 
variably displayed a greater de- 
gree of freedom and comfort. 

One of his closest friends 
once said, “He hits the peak of 
his charm when he's in a group 
of from 15 to 20 people. He 
can really turn it on.”

This, of course, 
is the tip-off that they are 
scared of it. 

Recently the Literary Gazette 
of Moscow turned from its more 
intellectual pursuits to deliver 
another belt 
be-bop, ascribing the current 
spasm of juvenile delinquency 
inside the Soviet Union to these 
twin musical Horrors. 

Corrupting the morals. of 
Communist youth is almost the 
least of the evils which the Rus- 
sian and satellite. press blame 
on American hot music. To 
the Western mind it may seem 
a little implausible that World 
War III could be brought a step 
nearer every time Dizzie Gilles- 
pie cuts loose, but to the deep 
thinkers of the Kremlin the 
connection is crystal clear. 

“It would be wrong to fail to 
recognize the dangerous role of 
American jazz in the prepara- 
tion for war,” writes Prof. Ernst 
H. Meyer, publisher in the 
Soviet zone of Germany of 
“Musik und Gesellschaft” 
(“Music and Society’’). 

“Boogie-woogie,” he continued, 
“is a canal through which the 
poison of Americanism is chan- 
neled, threatening to numb the 
minds of the workers. This 
menace is exactly as dangerous 
as an attack by poison gas.”’

THE JACOBSES are father, 
faculty member of a small Mid- 
western college, his wife, fresh- 
man son and 15-year-old daugh- 
ter. The family income is around 
$6600 a year—close to the na- 
tional mean per capita. The un- 
usual quality of the Jacobs fam- 
ily, according to Dr. Elizabeth 
Hoyt, their chronicler, is partly 
due to the fact that both the 
father and mother grew up in 
well-adjusted, warm, hospitable 
homes where giving, responsi- 
bility and love were taken for 
granted. Thus they feel secure, 
says Dr. Hoyt, and are not 
tempted, as are many less for- 
tunate, to live expensively in 
order to demonstrate well-being. 

The children have caught the 
contagion. This makes them be- 
have’ quite unlike the young 
people who make the headlines 
these days. Without cant or 
self -consciousness, apparently, 


they subscribe to the parents’ 
ideals. 


The Jacobses hold family con- 
ferences about everything, in- 
cluding spending. Their allot- 
ment of income is an indication 
of their unusual! interests. 
About 75 per cent of what they 
have goes for inescapable ex- 
penses such as taxes, food, 
clothing, rent, health. 

Fifteen per cent is earmarked 
for gifts. Here, Dr. Hoyt points 
out, is the greatest difference 
between the Jacobs family ex- 
penditures and the typical 
American family expenditures, 
really the difference between

“In this aspect of their life 
the Jacobses: are unusual, not 
only in how much they give in 
money, but in how much they 
spénd in time and concern,’ 
comments Dr. Hoyt.

Monkeys Used for Salk Vaccine 
Get Regal Treatment at ‘Resort’ 


Vitamin-Rich “Foods, 
Quarters and Special Shots Included 
at t Southern Farm. 


PRITCHARDVILLE, S.C 
9 ‘INS) — The world’s biggest 
monkey farm offers everything 
first-class today for thousands 
of chattering little monkeys who 
help produce the Salk anti-polio 
vaccine. 

They are flown in big trans- 
port planes from India and the 
Philippines to this picturesque 
southern “resort” on the tree- 
lined banks of the winding 
Okatie river. 

A special three-week process- 
ing includes shots against all 
kinds of diseases—particularly 
tuberculosis, dysentery and pneu- 
monia. 

The daily menu offers special 
Vitamin-rich foods, and such 
monkey delicacies as fresh fruit 
and green leaves. 

Every day, special 
keepers” steam-spray 
ters to drive away 
mosquitos and 
pests. 

Even the “social” problems are 
under control. <As_ insurance 
against fights and squabbles, the 
“guests” are caged only with 
other monkeys who are old 
friends 

Okatie farms, spreading over 
17 acres just outside this town 
30 miles from Savannah, Ga.. 
was founded by the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paral- 
vsis in 1947 when scientists 
learned that the monkey might 
hold the clue to an anti-polio 
vaccine. 

Has Waiting List, 

Today, it has been established 
that there are 6000 potential 
vaccine polio shots in the kid- 
neys of every healthy Rhesus 
monkey—and OkKatie farms has 
a waiting list of “customers.” 

The National Foundation has 
estimated the nation’s annual 
requirements at 160,000 monkevs 
to produce enough

Shipments Resumed. 

For a time last April, all mor 
key shipments were shut off 
from India. Officials of the In- 
cian government had heard re- 
ports that the monkeys were not 
being given proper care during 
shipment 

But the National Foundation 
sent a special representative to 
New Delhi with a complete re- 


port — and normal 
were resumed. Private monkey 
dealers, however, have not been 
able to get Indian monkeys re- 
cently. 

Water shipment would be 
heaper. But Kerkman explained 
that more monkeys were saved 
when shipped by air. Those from 
the Philippines are flown direct- 
ly to Travis Field at Savannah,

Others are flown to New 
York and trucked to Okatie 
farms. 


The monkeys arrive for their 
three-week stay at Okatie in 
wooden or wire crates. They go 
immediately to heavy wire cages 


in a reception center, The old 

crates are burned as a precau- 
tion against possible disease 
Temperature Constant. 

In each wire-framed cage are 


up to 50 monkeys. Special heat 
boxes on the side of each cage 
maintain a constant 75-degree 
temperature, and the monkeys 
can retreat imhto these boxes 
through swinging doors on chilly 
nights 

4 staff of 20 works seven days 
a week to inoculate-and process 
the monkeys. Heavy-gloved work- 
vrs administer the inoculations 
None of them can ever recall 
that a monkey flinched or cried 
out against the needle 

The animals are shipped to 
laboratories across the United 
States and Canada in special 
crates shared by five or six old 
cage mates. On the whole, the 
monkeys make good travelers. 


. Most of them even seem to en- 


joy it. 

The source of supply will con- 
tinue to be the hot jungles of 
Asia. No attempt is made to 
breed monkeys at Okatie farms, 
and explicit instructions are 
given that no pregnant monkeys 
are to be included in any ship-

USE A SHADED 
COLDFRAME FOR 
SUMMER SOWING 


The practice of sowing peren- 
nial flower seeds in summer is 
an old one, and not well suited 
to areas where hot, dry weather 
prevails. But with a cold frame 
to carry them over winter, and 
a lath canopy to protect the 
seeds and seedlings, until they 
get started, it can be done. 

It is important that as much 
time as possible be allowed to 
mature sturdy plants before cold 
weather stops their growth. 


Perennials should be started 
in. special seedbeds for several 
reasons Since most will not 
bloom until next year, they are 
seldom moved to the garden 
until fall. In a seedbed they can 
be given the extra care which 
is required to obtain maximum 
germination and carry the seed- 
ling plants through the hazards 
of youth. 

Select a position where 
tiny plants will not be 
to the noon-day sun or 
drive of heavy rains. The north 
side of a fence or hedge is 
preferable -to a location under 
trees where the drip from the 
trees in heavy rains may wash 
the little plants out of existence. 

The time which perennials 
take to germinate will depend 
upon variety, but the average 
take longer than annuals. It will 
help to look up the germinating 
time of each variety you sow, 
and place the quick growers 
near each other, and the slower 
ones by themselves. Cover the 
seeds lightly with special porous 
soil and keep it moist until the 
sprouts appear 
A handy method of doing this 
to cover the seedbed after 
sowing with burlap which has 
been soaked and wrung out 
Then the bed may be watered 
through the burlap until ger- 
mination starts without danger 
of washing the seeds out. When 
the first seeds start to break 
the soil, the covering burlap 
must be removed

heavy rains, as 
one cloudburst can destroy an 
entire seedbed. A tried scheme 
is to place window screens over 
the bed. The wire mesh breaks 
the force of driving rains but 
admits light until the seedlings 
are large enough to fend for 
themselves 

As soon as the plants are large 
enough to handle they may be 
transplanted from the seedbed 
to a nursery row, where they 
will have more room to grow 
until the time has come to set 
them in their allotted places in 
the garden border.

Let 
the plants grow out in the open 
until fall. Then if you have a 
cold frame put the flat in it 
and cover with leaves for the 
winter. 

Lacking a cold frame, set the 
flat in a protected corner, and 
cover. It is better to transplant 
the seedlings, setting them 
seven to eight inches apart in 
additional flats, but if you sowed 
thinly, this can be skipped and 
the plants left to winter in the 
original flat 

When the garden soil has been 
prepared in the spring, move 
the plants to a portion of the 
border which is on the shady 
side of a building. They may 
not grow as fast at first as 
plants in full sun, but they will 
soon catch up, and the rest ol 
the summer they will surprise 
you a 

In hot weather, the 
will not grow to giant 
the plants will become 
with long stems.

NOTES ON THE 
IMMEDIATE PAST 


NDER THE SMASHING BLOWS of a crane- 

swung, 4710-pound “headache ball’ the 

blighted buildings of the Plaza area are crum- 
bling into shapeless, dusty rubble. Where once 
were workshops, stores and houses, and hotels that 
many persons called home, there now are heaps 
of brick and twisted steel, of shattered wood, con- 
crete and glass. 

The wake of the hammering ball is like that 
of a tornado. Doors swing aimlessly outward high 
up on walls. Half-collapsed ceilings sag precari- 
ously from ‘still-standing supports. Stairways 
ascend or descend into space. Paneless windows 
gape forlornly out on the wreckage, strewn with 
odd bits of abandoned furniture. Some buildings 


still stand, awaiting their turn with the “headache 
ball." They have been stripped of equipment worth 
saving, but the interiors still retain mementoes of 
the one-time occupants—a floor littered with old 
shoes and jelly jars, a picture on a wall, a hat on 
top of a discarded show case and another inside it. 

After the hammering ball passes, the debris 
does not stay for long. Big shovels scoop it up and 
into trucks that haul away the remnants of a 5t. 
Louis eyesore of the past. The demolition of the 
8¥%2 blocks of the Plaza area is a transition stage 
from decay to progress. It is the initial phase of 
the Plaza urban redevelopment project. that will 
erase the blight, replace it with a public park and 
a multi-million-dollar private housing project.

HE MAN WHO SHOWS UP on the St. Louis streets or 
at work in shorts is definitely letting himself in for a 
ribbing. He has become, in the eyes of his fellow 
men, a conspicuous character. It matters not a bit if the 
rest of his attire is perfectly sedate and conventional; his 
bare knees are bound to expose “that man in shorts” to 
stares, titters, full - blown laughter, jibes and feminine wolf 
whistles. He may even be advised he looks ‘terrible,’ or 
be ordered by his boss to “go home and put on pants.” 
Friends have been known to ignore, perhaps facetiously, 
the wearer of shorts on downtown streets. 
It takes a hardy soul, devoted to comfort and a cause, 
to keep his poise—and devotion—in the face of such 
public reactions.

It is readily understandable that a civilized 
nation, embracing with deep conviction the 
democratic principles of government, is tired 
of seven years of foreign rule and of ten years 
of tutelage, and that with all their heart they 
look forward to the day of liberty and independ- 
ence. It is not to be wondered then that the 
Austrians greeted the conclusion and the sign- 
ing of the State Treaty with overwhelming joy. 


It will never be forgotten in Austria that, 
from the very beginning, it was the United 
States which pressed for speedy conclusion of 
the State Treaty; nor will it be forgotten by 
the Austrian people that it was the United 
States which, in the aftermath of war, did so 
much to relieve the hunger and need in our land 
and that it only became possible through the 
means of the Marshall Plan to reconstruct our 
economic existence which had been completely 
destroyed by the war damage, and again to de- 
velop our economy to a new prosperity. 

It is to this aid, of which the Austrian people 
in all walks of life have shown themselves 
worthy through discipline and hard work, that 
we also owe the fact that we are now able to 
assume the burdens laid upon us by the State 
Treaty, against the background of a consoli- 
dated economy without suffering shock. This 
will be the more readily possible since with the 
re-establishment of our sovereignty and border 
control we shall once again be able to trade 
without hindrance and further, because we shall 
regain control over several hundred industrial 
enterprises as well as our oil, which up to now 
had been outside of our control. 


We shall therefore be able to develop our 
economic resources to our own advantage. 

Certainly, it is true that urgent investments 
will be needed, for whose financing we sha]! 
have to depend on foreign as well as our own 
investment possibilities. We therefore are 
counting on the willingness of foreign capital, 
especially also in the United States, to invest in 
Austria and we believe that foreign investors 
will be the more interested in Austria, since 
the basis of the Austrian economy will be 
broadened and stabilized by the Treaty, in spite 
of the tempor obligations which we have un- 
dertaken toward the viet Union, and because 
in the years just peste the Austrian people have 
given evidence of their political maturity and 
through their industry have won the confidence 
of other countries. = investment made in 
the Austrian economy will be gratefully valued 
by the Austrian people as a vote of confidence 
in their political stand and will aid in lifting 
Austria’s self confidence. 

Beyond this, the absolute will to peace of 
the Austrian people that springs from humani- 
tarian convictions, untouched by any radical! 
ideology, must be looked upon as a thoroughly 
positive and effective factor in the heart of 
Europe. The freedom of the individual, as the 
central idea of reconciliation among the na- 
tions, as the moral force from which alone 
peace among nations may be won: this concept 
nowhere in the world has a more assured home 
than in Austria, just as sure as the snow and ice 
capped mountain ranges of the Alps stand there. 
It has not been in vain that for seven years 
Austrians have experienced something of the 
“blessing” of a system to-which liberty is ‘or- 
eign, nor that, for ten years, they have felt the 
consequences in body and soul. Out of their 
devotion to peace the Austrians wish to main- 
tain friendships with all peoples and, éspecially, 
with the people of the United States, to whom 
they owe so much.

Economic unrest engendered social unrest and, 
finally, civil war. 

Since World War II, development has been entirely different. 
Two parties, the Socialist Party, whose leader, Dr. Karl Renner, 
was asked by the Soviet authorities to form a first Austrian Gov- 
ernment, and the Austrian People’s Party, which had fought each 
other during the inter-war years, now joined in close co-opera- 
tion. Nobody, in Austria or abroad, today entertains any doubts 
as to Austria’s ability to live by her own resources.

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Austria’s Financial Outlook

FTER 17 years of occupa- 

tion, Austria regains her 

full sovereignty and inde- 
pendence with ratification of 
the State Treaty. This makes 
it our duty to guarantee, be- 
sides the many tasks on- the 
intellectual and cultural 
fields which are ours in cen- 
tury-old tradition, economic 
conditions for constructive 
co-operation within the coun- 
try and fulfillment of the 
European mission of our coun- 
try. 

Prerequisite for economic 
guidance along these lines are 
sound financial policies. Well- 
ordered finances not only se- 
cure a balanced Federal budg- 
et but, moreover, stability of 
the currency. Three years 
ago, these basic principles of the Austrian 
financial policies were fully applied for the 
first time. This marked the end of a period 
which had been characterized by constant 
increases of the cost of living, by unrealistic 
exchange rates, a chronically passive payment 
balance, and a complete dependency upon 
foreign aid. 

Thanks to a new orientation of financial 
policies, prices and costs became stabilized 
within a short time. The multiple rates of 
exchange could be unified according to the 
actual beviae power. The balance of pay- 
ments became active and the reserves of 
foreign currencies increased. Confidence in 
the currency returned, and savings accounts 
also were reactivated: within three years, 
deposits in savings banks trebled. New pos- 
sibilities to finance long-term investments 
arose and an increasing number of public 
loans was placed. Austria’s international 
credit rose steadily. After a loan from Swiss 
Banks for the Federal Postal Service in 
1953, a World Bank loan could be raised last 
year providing foreign capital for productive 
investments in Austria. Gradual discontinua- 
tion of state controls over business and resti- 
tution of full freedom of the consumer was 
developed satisfactorily. 

These financial policies which have led 
to a series of measures in the economic 


field, such as, for instance, re- 
duction of the extremely high 
taxes on income and wage 
promotion of investments a: 
many others, will be contin- 
ued. The economic conse- 
quences of the State Treaty 
cannot change this course. 


Much has been written 
about the burden which Aus- 
tria took 7 her with the 
signature the treaty. It is 
certainly not light. ur na- 
tional economy, however, has 
been strengthened so much 
through foreign aid proffered 
to us in such a magnanimous 
manner mostly by the United 
States, and through the con- 
sistent execution of a licy 
of internal financial stability, 
that this burden can be carried 
without doubt. The yearly 
contributions of 25 million 
dollars in payment for the en- 
terprises returned by the So- 
viet Union to Austria can 
be included in the Federal 


budget without necessitating. 
a change in the present course | 


of financial policies. The same applies to 
the payment of two million dollars for the 
Danube Steam Ship Company (DDSG). More 
complicated is the long-term problem of oil 
deliveries of one million tons per year to the 
Soviet Union. In order to maintain the pres- 
ent production of crude oil, new and expensive 
investments probably will be necessary. The 
question of financi these investments has 
not yet been decided. It is certain that an 
enterprise burdened with the immense risks 
of oil drilling is hardly a suitable object for 
nationalization. 

This leads us to the question of the final 
destination of the enterprises returned to 
Austria through the State Treaty. A small 
but material part falls under the Nationaliza- 
tion Law. The others become, as far as it is 
not a question of restitution cases, state prop- 
erty, but the stipulations of the Nationaliza- 
tion Law do not apply to them. In these 
cases it will be the mission of the state to 
safeguard a continued operation through the 
appointment of public administrators until 
the time when a permanent form of opera- 
tion through private business can be found. 
Apart from the fact that these enterprises 
are of a kind unsuitable for nationalization, 
the problem of providing capital for invest- 
ments and operation can only be solved by 
private initiative. 


What Marshall Plan Did

USTRIA has achieved eco- 

nomic consolidation which 

would have seemed incon- 
ceivable a few years ago. Dili- 
gence of the people and their 
indomitable spirit were decisive 
factors. But they could not have 
asserted themselves had the Aus- 
trian economy not received aid 
through the Marshall Plan. The 
European Recovery Program 
offered by the United States 
provided funds, raw materials and equipment required for re- 
sumption of industrial production. Austria then could not 
have paid for imports from her own resources, since she was 
unable to export goods to any appreciable extent. Apart from 
this pump priming, it is not exaggerated to say also that ERP, 
by providing ample foodstuffs, saved the Austrian _— from 
starvation and thereby enabled them to go to work. 


Into industry went 30% of total ERP deliveries, two thirds 
in raw materials (among which cotton takes the lead) and 
one third in machines and equipment. Grain and flour com- 
prised 30%, fats 10%, while 15% were animal feed and fer- 
tilizer. Altogether Austria received from the United States 
about $1,000,000,000 of which $685,000,000 represent direct 
ERP aid. 


Effectiveness of ERP aid for importation of goods did 
not, however, stop there. Secondary effects achieved by the 
“Counterpart Funds” were no. less significant. Grants to 
Austria by the United States did not mean, of course, that the 
ultimate recipient of the goods delivered thereunder received 
them for nothing. The recipient paid the equivalent in local 
currency (generally referred to as “Counterpart Funds”) into 
a special account, a considerable part of which was used, 
after consultation between ERP authorities and the Austrian 
Government, to release funds for certain economic purposes 
which could not have been met by other means. This took the 
form of middle term investment loans running on the average 
from 10 to 15 years. To give an idea of the importance to 
Austria’s reconstruction of these transactions, it may be men- 
tioned that the equivalent of $87,000,000 went into develop- 
ment of water power for the production of electric current, 
$40,000,000 towards improvement and extension of iron and 
steel works and $80,500,000 for the finishing industries. More- 
over, about $80,000,000 were loaned for investments in agri- 
culture and forestry, tourist accommodation and construction 
of dwellings, and about $59,000,000 were devoted to investment 
of the Austrian Government, mostly in the railway system 
and Post Office. 
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Austrian Stamina, New Techniques, U.S. Aid Build Economy |

USTRIA hardly can find a more suitable mo- 

ment to speak to America, than at present. The 
fact that it was the Austrian problem which broke 
the ice of international policy is, whatever might 
have been the direct cause, something of a symbol. 
Forgetting political systems, the borders of empires, 
the ever changing political movements, and concen- 
trating on social, economic and cultural factors, 
which, as seen through the centuries, are (after all) 
those that make history, one must not forget that 
Austria has powers which have determined the course 
of European history more than once. 


_As Rome was the geographical center in an- 
tiquity, so Austria, ae particularly Vienna, after 
decay of the ~—. civilization, became the geo- 
gtaphical center of the new. civilization. 


Points of intersection’ in world traffic, cross- 
roads in. the movement of nations always develop 
higher cultures and consequently lead to higher 
economies. 


Vienna became the melting pot for numerous na- 
tions, where not only the character typical of the 
Austrian people was formed, but where economy 
received its best impulses. Vienna was the place 
from which not only vast territories of the ancient 
monarchy, but also large parts of the East and South- 
East of Europe were made accessible to culture and 
commerce. This was, in the first place, the task of 
the Austrian industrialists and to a certain extent it 
may be compared with the pioneer work of American 
industry. 


The strength and experience, versatility and skill 
of the Austrian industrialist to tackle new problems 
helped a great deal in quick recovery of the economy 
after two world wars. 


Thanks to aid the United States provided so quick- 
ly, Austria was spared not only famine and social 
commotion, but could start reconstructing her econ- 
omy right away. Austria not only proved to be grate- 
ful for the help she received, but also endeavoured 
to start reconstruction with her own means to the 
best of her ability. Thus she fulfilled what the 
Marshall Plan meant to be from the very beginning. 


Foundations of the new economic order were 
quickly laid. By 1950 industrial production exceeded 
the pre-war output by far, the index (1937 = 100) 
was then 145.4 and it could steadily be raised. At 
the turn of the year 1954 it was already 204.9. In the 
course of this development unemployment in Austria 
was steadily decreasing; the employment index ts 
now 172% of the pre-war status. Unlike other coun- 
tries in similar position which tried first to satisfy

consumer needs, Austria aimed at renewing and 
modernizing her industrial apparatus. Production of 
machinery, etc., that is, of goods which represents 
investments, exceeded and still does exceed the pro- 
duction of consumer goods. While on the one hand, 
the index of the machine industry was at 295,4 at 


the end of 1954, the index of the textile industry was 
112.6, that of the leather and shoe-gear industry 
97.7, etc. 


Export-business was steadily increasing from 9,6 
milliards Schilling ($453,8 million in 1951)-to 10,8 mil. 
liards S. ($506,8 millions) in 1952, to 13,2 milliard S. 
($537.6 millions) in 1953, and to 15,9 milliards S. 
($609,7 millions) in 1954. 


This healthy and organic development was, un- 
fortunately, disturbed by desultory increase of im. 
ports due to last year’s liberalizations which con- 
tinued during the first months of this year, so that 
the foreign commerce, which had, in 1953, assets of 
0,8 milliards S., had in 1954 liabilities of 0,6 milliards 
S. which rose to nearly 1% milliards S. during the 
first months of this year. 


Austria's industry takes this development very 
seriously. Although a lively home boom is still cover. 
ing the liabilities of our trade-and-payment-balance, 
everything must be done to prevent a bursting of the 
dike as far as foreign trade is concerned. Austria 
joined the liberalization too late and was only poorly 
prépared for it. Each new stage made the proportion 
of home production to import even worse. 


Apart from the OEEC-countries, an equalization 
of our trade-balance would be particularly desirable 
with the USA. In 1954 the proportion was 1,5 mil- 
liards S. ($58 millions) for imports (with ERP sup- 
plies amounting to 0.4 milliards S.) and 0,7 milliards 
S. ($27 millions) for exports. In March 1955 Austria 
imported from the Dollar countries goods for 239 
millions S., but exported only for 61 millions S. 


When Austria reconstructed her economy and in- 
dustry, America served as a model, particularly as 
far as industry is concerned. The knowledge and ex- 
perience which Austrian teams could gather in the 
United States and which they brought home, had the 
most favorable effects. Above all they made people 
see that only those countries equipped with the most 
advanced technical procedures can compete in the 
international market. Austria is on her way to reach- 
ing this aim. She seems to be destined particu- 
larly now to take up her traditional economic func- 
tions, but considerable financial means will be neces- 
sary for that. Although the formation of Austrian 
capital supply was pushed forward by industry and 
economy, it will be necessary to bring substantial 
capital from abroad, which can be invested here 
under the same conditions as in any other country. 
This is the second point from which profitable and 
lasting relationship between a Free Austria and the 
United States can continue to develop. 
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heavy competition Austrian engineers have been successful in restoring the Aus- 
trian position on the markets, and to acquire new territories for export goods. 
Contracts of magnitude entered with Turkey, Egypt. the Arabian countries 
and India, are giving evidence thereof. 


Steel Engineering 
in Post-War Austria

Such success was mainly achieved by the close contact of the Austrian steel en- 
gineering industry with the technical institutes for research, and by. the progress 
of technical science. The technical universities and the leading head of the 


industries are always tending to maintain close contact in their activities. 
UE to the severe effect of the second World 


War, the Austrian steel engineering industry 
had to face many difficult problems which con- 
siderably changed in its nature, in course of the 
last 10 years. Directly after the end of this war 
it was the main task to rebuild damaged bridges, 
factories and other buildings serving useful pur- 
poses. That period was particularly characterized 

_.by the shortage of rolled materials and other 
working stock. Many of the rebuilding projects therefore, could only be carried 


out by developing abnormal methods and ingenious improvisations, not seldom 
under most difficult conditions. 


The present situation of the Austrian steel engineering industry is characterized 
by the last stage of the rebuilding works which comprises monumental structures. 
The utilization of Austrian water power is further giving evidence of the re- 
markable industrial development.

The great difficulties of this very first 
rebuilding period were overcome only 
when the USA Aid Program enabled ex- 
tension of the Austrian rolling mills on 
a large scale. At that time, a thorough 
modernizing of the Austrian steel 
engineering workshops took place. “The 
ERP-Program allowed the purchase of 
machines of latest design so that the 
Austrian steel engineering industry re- 
covered, so far as to be able to again 
enter into international trade. Thus, 
Austrian industry at last could expand 
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its activities to business in exports. 


After the great rebuilding of Aus- 
trian wartime damages were more or 
less completed, the demand for steel 
constructions was not enough to suf- 
ficiently employ the capacity of the 
steel workshops.

The Nationalized Industry Reflected by Statistics 


EASONS for and the aim for nationalization of industries in Austria may 
he explained by statistics. 


The contribution of nationalized industry to 
ensuring full employment, a policy promulgated by the Austrian Federal Government, 
is Of central importance.. While from 1950 to 1954, there were at times up to 
300,000 unemployed in Austria, the nationalized industry constantly employed 
approximately 100,000 persons during the same period. On Dec. 31, 1954, Austria’s 
nationalized industry, including labor on power sites, employed 108,110 persons. 
Production of the nationalized concerns is very much worth looking at. Index fig- 
ures by years put production by total industry and by the nationalized industry on 
comparative basis:

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In 1954 the production of pig iron amounted to 
1,321,000 tons and the output of crude steel reached 
an all-time high of 1,655,000 tons, which is a 29 per 
cent increase over the figure for 1953. No other 
European country came anywhere near this per cent 
increase. Today Austria’s production of crude steel 
is 2% times that of 1937, while the output of rolled 
products has reached double the figure given for that 
same year in which the Austrian steel industry worked 
under the boom conditions of the inter-war period. 


With 1,011,000 tons the production of rolled goods 
has, for the first time in Austria, passed the one-mil- 
lion-ton ceiling. About 70 per cent of the tonnage 
increase went into the production of sheets that, only 
two years before, it had been necessary to import. As 
to exports, there has been a significant departure, in 
that export quantities of pig iron and crude steel de- 
creased in favor of high-value rolling mill products. 
Exports of pig iron decreased from 526,000 tons in 
1953 to 293,000 tons in 1954, and of crude steel from 
84,000 tons to 25,000 tons, whereas exports of rolled 
products went up to 405,000 tons in 1954, which is an 
increase by 55 per cent over the 1953 figure. 


The Styrian Iron Ore Mountain has, of course, re- 
mained the mainstay of the Austrian iron and steel 
industry. In the past years a remarkable rise in 
production went hand in glove with a high degree of 
technical advances. The higher productivity per man 
is best demonstrated by way of a comparison with 
the war years 1943-1944. With a payroll of 7700 in 
those years the ore production was about 2.6 mil- 
lion tons, whereas with a payroll of about 3500 today 
the production is about 2.4 million tons, or nearly 
double the former productivity per man.

The investment policy of the Austrian ore mines 
aims at an increase of production that will suffice to 
meet the entire demand for iron ore of the Austrian 
smelting plants from indigenous sources. With 
ascertained reserves of from 350 to 400 million tons

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of smeltable ore, the requirements of the Austrian 
iron and steel industry appear perfectly covered for 
a long time to come, even though production should 
be raised to as much as 3 million tons a year. 


While the supply of iron ore to the blast furnace 
plants presents no problem to the Austrian iron and 
steel industry, the situation is reversed regarding sup- 
plies of metallurgical coke required as the reducing 
agent in iron making. The difficulties lie in the fact 
that Austria is dependent on imports of coke and 
coking coal that must be hauled over a distance of 
nearly 700 miles from the Ruhr. Apart from the 
utter dependance on foreign prices, this unfavorable 
situation gives rise to a considerable increase of 
production costs, a severe handicap, from which more 
favorably located steel mills, such as those in the 
Ruhr, at the Saar, and in Great Britain benefit. 


In Austria, the production of alloy and high-grade 
steels constitutes a relatively high percentage of the 
total production, which is especially true for the 
more recent years. As is well known, however, the 
production of these high-quality grades of steel in 
the electric or the open hearth furnace is largely 
depending on the availability of good quality scrap. 
Our scrap situation is characterized by the fact that 
the percentage of scrap used in blast furnace and steel 
furnace charges is considerably lower than elsewhere 
in Europe. This grave shortage in scrap must be 
made up by higher proportions of pig iron in the 
charge, which in turn has an untoward bearing on 
production costs. Since imports from European 
countries were quite inadequate to cover our require- 
ments, Austria has been compelled to import scrap 
from the U.S.A. with attendant high freight charges.

System Reconstruction — 


INCE the end of World War II, the Austrian Postal and Telegraph 

Administration has redeveloped and improved the systems in the interest 

of the whole economy, with emphasis on the exchange of money and the savings 
system intensified over the whole country. 

By 1948, postal traffic had been restored nearly to pre-war performance, with 

post-offices being rebuilt, office-cowned mail trains on Austrian Railroads being 

restored; mail cars on regularly scheduled passenger runs, and with mail bus service 


The parcel-post agreement of 1928 between Austria and the United States 
has been resumed and Austria maintains a money-order service with all European 
countries in the European Payment Union and with the United States. 

Renewed telegraphic contact with all the world was brought to fruition when 
Japan was added again in 1951. Communication with ships at sea also has been 
re-established. Telex service was reopened in 1946 and since (through April 1955) 
the number of subscribers has been increased 40 times. Direct contact is main- 
tained with 18 foreign Telex systems. 

Since 1950, the Postal Administration has been laying co-axial cable across 
the nation from the Swiss to the Hungarian frontier. In 1956, upon completion 


for safety and comfort, including shock absorbers, 
crepe rubber padding, air-conditioning, public ad- 
dress systems. New coaches with reclining seats 


of above-ground structures were wrecked or damaged. Much of the damage al- 
ready has been erased. The Vienna western station now is among the most beauti- 
ful terminals in Europe. Work has been started 
on the Vienna Southern Station, at the intersec- 
tion of the east-south tracks. The modern recep 
tion building will be ready to use by the end of 
1956. Work on stations in the provinces will be 
completed within a few years. About 1.3 million 
tons of steel, 15 million tires, 20 million tons of 
boxing and ballast have gone into trackage. 

In reconstruction, many single-track lines 
have been or are being double-tracked and new 
rolling stock includes most modern developments 


and cars for other classes of traffic are being added. 

Secondary railroads and bus lines provide ex- 
cellent connections, not only to well-known inter- 
national centers of summer and winter sports, but 
to the most remote Alpine valleys as well. 

Besides the bus lines, the Austrian Railroads 
also rate boat traffic on Lake Constance and 
Lake Wolfgang. 

Enormous sums being invested in rolling stock and fixed installations by the 
railroads are a stabilizing influence on the nation’s whole economy. roads 
constitute the nation’s greatest common carrier institution (they handled 41.8 
million tons of freight and 136 million passengers in 1954) and, in turn, constitute 
the greatest customer of Austria's general economic system; give work to some 
70,000 service personnel.

Only 16 mail-bus lines remained in opera- 
tion in 1945, but 460 had been restored by 1950: 
500 by the end of 1954, and routes have been ex- 
tended from 480 kilometers to about 17,000 kilo- 
meters in the same period. Vehicles in this service 
numbered 250 in 1945, now total about 1500, with 
a staff of specially trained drivers demanded by 
mountainous terrain. 

Arrangements have been entered into with 
international mail-bus handlers of Italy, Switzer- 
land, Yugoslavia, and with international travel 
agencies to enable foreign travelers to buy mail- 
me 6obus tickets everywhere in Europe and in other 
oe foreign countries, against their own currencies. 

Thus, tickets for all “Austrian mail-bus lines are 
sold in New York City at the office of the Scandinavian Railways. 

The Austrian radio system has 14 medium wave transmitters with capacities 
up to 100 kilowatts all over the Federal territory, mostly near provincial capitals; 
and a network of about 60 small medium wave transmitters serves the provincial dis- 
tricts. In 1953, six ultra short-wave transmitters also were installed and four inter- 
national short-wave stations are operated provisionally. Twenty-four out of each 
100 of Austria's 6,933,905 inhabitants are radio subscribers. 
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In the face of this bottleneck in scrap, the Austrian 
steel industry was forced to develop new steel- 
making processes that would permit the conversion 
of pig iron to steel on a commercial scale without 
requiring larger amounts of scrap than were pro- 
duced in the mills. The steel plants at Donawitz 
and at Linz have managed to meet these requirements 
by bringing to maturity the LD-process in which open 
hearth pig iron is blown with high-purity oxygen. 
Thus it has become possible to cover, from indigenous 
sources, the demand for steel of the Austrian heavy 
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Blast Furnace at Doneawitsz 


industry, and to produce a surplus tonnage which 
could be used for export. The LD-process proved 
a spectacular success of Austrian steel men and has 
in the meantime been adopted by steel plants both 
in Canada and in the U.S.A. 


This new departure in steelmaking enabled the 
Austrian steel industry to imcrease crude steel pro- 
duction even in the face of scrap shortage. Up to 


refined steel has been produced by the two Austrian 
oxygen converting mills. This tonnage was the rea- 
son for the above mentioned 29 per cent increase over 
the 1953 figure of 1,283,000 tons, which compares with 
1,655,000 tons in 1954. Steel made by the LD-process 
does not only match open hearth steel, but has even 
proved superior, eg. in deep drawing and welding 
applications. With lower conversion cost and plant 
outlay the oxygen converter combines the desirable 
feature of finishing heats faster than anything 
achieved so far by the open hearth process. The only 
problem today is to have enough pig iron available 
at any one time to feed the converters. 


For the reconstruction of Austria's iron and steel 
industry a total of about 3 billion Schillings have 
been spent, of which 1.1 billion originated from funds 
under the Marshall-Plan. 


From the outset priority was given to the rebuild- 
ing and modernization of existing rolling mills. At 
the Donawitz plant of the Osterreichisch-Alpine 
Montangeselischaft the rebuilding of the heavy mill 
department was completed but a short time ago. The 
new installation is one of the most up-to-date in all 
Europe. Special mention should be made of the new 
oxygen converting mills at the Donawitz plant of the 
Osterreichisch-Alpine Montangesellschaft and at the 
Linz plant of the Vereinigte Osterreichische Eisen- 
und Stalwerke A.G. The latter plant was also 
equipped with modern slabbing and wide strip mills 
as well as a cold rolling installation. At the Kapfen- 
berg plant of the Gebruder Bohler A.G. a new bloom- 
ing mill and a continuous casting installation were 
put in operation. The Ternitz plant of Schoeller- 
Bleckmann Stahlwerke A.G. erected a new alloy sheet 
rolling mill and installed a new centrifugal casting 
shop. At the Krieglach plant of the Alpine Montan 
a new cold mill went into production, while at the 
associated Judenburg plant operations have com- 
menced for the erection of a new break-down mill. 


The rise in crude steel production forces the Alpine- 
Montan also to increase the output of pig iron. This 
requirement will be met by the erection of blast 
furnace No. 4 at the Donawitz plant. It is expected 
to be blown in towards the close of 1955.

Nationalized industry has to bear the same burdens as private industry, enjoys 
no privileges, and stands on the same level of competition as the private industry.

Modernization of Austria's raw industry, achieved with the material aid of the 
European Recovery Program, increased its steadiness against crisis and has made 
it so far possible to keep the employment-situation stable.

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Austrian Textile Production, Exports 


By DR. FRANZ JOSEF MEYER-GUNTHOF 


Representative of the Special Union of Austrian Textile Industry 


THE Austrian Textile industry was faced, after the war, with serious problems 
arising from heavy war damage to buildings and machines, lack of raw 
material stocks and provisions, lack of skilled workmen, a decade of being blocked 


from international markets, and more than all else th : 
bottleneck. else the oppressive currency 


After a period of improvisations, in which raw materials could be obtained 
only through premium payment for production, a normal supply of raw materials 
finally was attained through direct and indirect financial aid from abroad such as 
UNRRA, American Export-import bank, English wool credits of the Hambros 
Bank group, allotments of the Marshall Plan. Technological reorganization and 
modernizing of the product apparatus followed, through which capability for 
competition at domestic and export levels were achieved. 


The development of the production in the most important groups can be seen 


in the following table in which for a reference the figures of the year 1937 have 
been bronght up:

The number of workmen and employes in the Textile industry totaled, before 
the war, (1937) nearly 48,000; im 1951 it reached its highest standard with 81,657 
employed and amovnted to 73,512 at the end of 1954, that is 15.3 per-cent of em- 
ployed people in the entire Austrian industry. The production-index of the textile- 
industry shows in the year’s average of 1954 the figure 112 (1937-100). 


There is only a limited domestic market available to the Austrian textile- 
industry which, since the far reaching liberalization of the textile sector (about 
96 per cent of the imports of the year 1952) is supplied in an ascending measure by 
the entire foreign competition. Consequently the textile industry, in order to main- 
tain its production, must strive with all its power to intensify the export, in 
which field intense and successful work has been done since 1945, especially since 
it was here that the loss of the old supply market in the Danube area and in the 
Southeast of Europe, has been most effective. 


Not less than 74 per cent of the yarn exports and 26 per cent of the export of 
finished fabrics went after the war to C.S.R. (Czechoslovakia, Poland, Hungary, 
Yugoslavia, Roumania and Bylgaria). These markets have been completely lost 
for the Austrian export and had to be replaced by other export countries. 


As is to be seen from the export figures of the years 1947 to 1954, this was 
accomplished in a proportionately short time by creating new agencies and by 
adjusting the export-production to the different style-wishes of the purchasing 
states.

The share of the textile export in the total Austrian exports amounts at the 
present time to about 9 per cent (it was 15 per cent in 1937). 71 per cent of the 
exports of yarns and finished products go to European states, 11 per cent to the 
American continent (4 per cent of it to the U.S.A.), 5 per cent to the Pacific ter- 
ritories, the rest to Africa and Asia. 


In 1954 we were able to export to the U.S.A. Austrian textile products worth 
about 4.5 millions of dollars, amongst these woven and knitted goods in the first 
line outer garments, worth about 2.7 million dollars. Other important export 
articles have been cotton textures (800,000 dollars), laces embroideries 
(300,000 dollars), wool textures (277,000 dollars), real silk (100,000 dollars), and 
worsted yarns (90,000 dollars). 


But even with full Austrian freedom, the Austrian textile industry must do 
all possible to continue modernization of her mills and to exploit her export in 
all the countries of the world, in order to secure a healthy development to one 
of the oldest branches of the Austrian economy.

AUSTRIA LOOKS FOR RECIPROCITY IN TRADE WITH USS.

URING the decade following World 

War II the economic relations be- 
tween the United States of America and 
Austria have developed in a manner 
never experienced before. This gratify- 
ing trend had its basis in the commodity 
supplies to Austria within the framework 
of the generous economic aid under the 
Marshall Plan and later on ERP. 
Austria’s economy, especially her in- 
dustry, was thus able to replace the 
mechanical equipment either destroyed 
in the course of the war or dismantled 
in the immediate post-war period. The 
bulk of the equipment which was left to 
the country was, moreover, mostly ob- 
solete. The modern American machines, 
especially in the mechanical engineering 
and electrical sector, led to a continu- 
ously progressing rationalization and 
productivity increase in Austria's economy, and enabled our industry to find 
more and more trade partners on the American market so that the value of 


Austrian exports to the U.S.A. now amounts to approximately $2.2-2.5 million 
per month.

However, in spite of all endeavors, Austria has not yet been able to expand 
her exports to a level corresponding to her imports. In 1954 our imports from 
the U.S.A., including ERP deliveries, reached a sum of approximately $41 million, 
whereas the value of our exports amounted to only $29 million. This development 
continued during the first quarter of this year: we purchased commodities valu- 
ing roughly $14 million and our exports reached only a figure of $6.2 million. 


During the past few years it has been possible to counterbalance this deficit 
either by Marshall Aid funds or by the currency earnings arising out of the 
dollar amounts sold by the American Forces in Austria for the covering of their 
occupation costs. In future, Austria will have to strive to reduce gradually her 
trade deficit with the U.S.A. by increasing her exports and by intensified tourist 
trade with the States. 


Austria ‘is facing the necessity not only of keeping her exports on the present 
level, but also of intensifying them drastically in the interest of a future satis- 
factory development of our trade relations with America. Consequently any 
measure taken by the U.S.A. in the field of import duty reductions or other import 
facilitations in favor of our country are of outstanding importance. Austria would 
find herself in a very difficult position should her competitiveness in commodi- 
ties which have already gained a foothold on the U.S. market, were to be impaired 
by the introduction of higher customs rates. Therefore we were very gratified 
to hear that the American Senate passed the Reciprocal Trade Agreement Act 
authorizing the President to reduce U.S. customs rates by 15 per cent within the 
next three years. 


Unfortunately a number of further measures exist in the U.S.A. which are 
acting as barriers to our export endeavors, such as the Counter-Wailing Duties 
and in connection therewith the Fair-Price-Value provisions. Numerous Ameri- 
can importers are unwilling to import goods and to take the risk of undergoing 
a subsequent investigation by customs authorities with the hazard of having to 
pay, eventually, additional customs duties. Austrian exporters have complained 
repeatedly against these provisions established as a protection for American 
manufacturers. It has been pointed out that Austria has no such provisions and 
that American imports to Austria are never liable to subsequent investigations 
by customs authorities. 


The long awaited signing of the Austrian State Treaty and the withdrawal! of 
Allied troops from our country have created in many respects an entirely new 
situation. There can be no doubt that for various reasons the foreign currency

situation of our National Bank will have to bear a great stress in future. Never- 
theless Austria, in strict adherence to her liberal import and export policy toward 
EPU countries, will liberalize a number of commodities for imports from the 
U.S.A. and Canada and their percentage, based upon the import figures of 1953, 
will presumably amount to 10 per cent. 


The liberalization list for the dollar area will include not only commodities, 
the purchase of which is interesting for Austria, but also some items which are 
highly interesting for American exporters. The list» will most likely be published 
in July and Austria is thus making her contribution toward an abolition of trade 
barriers and an expansion of the goods exchange between the nations. This atti- 
tude gives us the hope that the export of Austrian goods to the United States 
will meet with good will and understanding for our problems on the American 
side. 


If the U.S.A. and Austria continue to prove by their actions that they are 
seriously interested in expanding world trade, the national economies of both 
countries are sure to take a favorable development to the benefit of their people. 
The slogan “Trade, not Aid” was welcomed with great expectations in Austria, 
and we are willing to do all we can to adhere to this principle.

Austrian railways, particularly the Alberg express. will take 
you across some magnificent scenery in the Alpine provinces of 
Voralberg, Tyrol and Salzburg. A visit to Innsbruck, provincial 
capital of the Tyrol, and trips to nearby mountain peaks are 
bound to impress you. 


A cable railway takes you to the top of the more popular 
peaks and a whole panorama unfolds before your eyes. From 
the top of the lonely mountain eyrie you are welcomed by the 
blue lakes and the green valleys, the tiny pretty villages dotted 
amongst the gay mosaic of ploughed fields, meadows, dark fir- 
woods. romantic castles and baroque churches. The harmonious 
fusion of so greatly varied a beauty is the secret magic of the 
Austrian countryside. 


Once in Vienna, the visitor is immediately transported to the 
past. He can study the eighteenth century baroque castle of 
Schoenbrunn and the magnificent Belvedere of Prince Eugene, 
homes of- the Hapsburgs, the powerful family who lost their 
crowns in the First World War. He can marvel at the Karls- 
kirche, masterpiece of high baroque and the lovely Gothic St. 
Stephen’s Cathedral, which was bombed in 1945, during the last 
days of the war. But the spire of “Alte Steffl” was saved, and 
the cathedral, in its precarious survival since its consecration in 
1147 has an almost mystic significance for the townspeople. 


LONG Europe's largest and most famous river, the Danube, 
lies Austria, in which post-war progress, dynamic and re- 
markable as it is, remains over-awed by the wealth of past tra- 
ditions of charm and culture. Despite wars and poverty, Aus- 
trians have, somehow, retained their beautiful manners and their 
gaiety. This gaiety and ever-present thoughtfulness make the 


visitor feel at home here. 
In lighter mood, the visitor can view the free show of the 


Ringstrasse where all nationalities are to be found strolling, all 
day long till late at night, as if there were no clocks, no appoint- 
ments. In the cafes you can sit idling over your black coffee 
served with the traditional glass of water. It is said that the 
Turks, from whom Vienna was narrowly saved in the 17th cen- 
tury, brought with them the coffee-drinking and the habit of 
idling, which have remained Viennese characteristics to this day. 


Austria has something which cannot be had from a fortnight’s 
stay. The visitor must be willing to give a little time and patience 
to finding-it; to look at the mountains and see how towns, roads, 
monasteries and old fortresses have grown into their settings.

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Ten Years of Economic 


ITH the freedom and independence of Austria as a sovereign nation 
beginning slowly to be implemented under terms of the treaty signed 
May 15, 1955, Austria comes once again under the spotlight of the world stage. 
The Austrian parliament ratified the treaty early in June, after waiting 10 years 
from the time independence was promised at the close of World War Two, for 


the hance to do so. Although other signatories have not all completed formality 
of ratification, this is anticipated. 


The question arises then, whether this Second Republic, with boundary lines 
as they were Jan. 1, 1938, can achieve economic survival, whether the nation, as 
reconstituted and safeguarded by international agreements, can now be considered 
to rest upon a secure economic foundation and to be safe from the dangers that 
beset it constantly after 1918 

Responsible political and business circles decline to take an exaggerated opti- 
mistic view of the future opportunities, but neither are they pessimistically inclined 
concerning the burdens imposed under the treaty and that may exist otherwise . 

a realistic approach prevails 


The Austrian national economy 1s strong and stable; economic and financial 
policies developed in the last 10 years have gained the country a considerable favor- 
able reputation abroad. It is clear to us that we. must promote with all our strength 
exports against foreign currencics as a counter-measure against imports and against 
the free export of goods and materials that must be made under the treaty provisions. 


Austrian foreign trade will have to find new markets and intensify business 
with former traditional markets. The center of gravity of our foreign trade, as 
well as of the total relations of Austria

In the period between the two wars, there even were many Austrians unable 
to hope tor the nation’s economic survival, but that attitude inside the country as 
well as outside has been changed since the end of World War Two, for there are 


many More propitious prerequisites for Austria’s economical survival than between 
the two wars.

After 1918, and the Peace Treaty of St. Germain in 1919, the breakup of 
the Austro-Hunyganan Empire was an emotional and economic shock to the people.. 
Economic balance was destroyed because manufacturing was then concentrated in 
the Bohemian area and in Austna proper even agricultural pursuits had not been 
too well developed. Many important arteries of traffic had been arbitrarily cut, 
and Austria remained a small state with a capital too big for it, and the state was 
burdened with wages and pensions of an outsize civil service that had been designed 
to serve the whole empire 

Austrian industry made an heroic effort to surmount the consequences of the 
breakup of what had been a balanced organic unity and to rebuild a moderately 
balanced apparatus tor production, and secure necessary exports. But the tendency 
of succession states to economic anarchy, the wall of customs which developed, 
complicated any attempt to achieve a larger economic area than that of the country 
itself. With no adequate background for such problems, Austrians found attempts 
to use exclusive preference trading with other nations (which had been a suitable 
instrument in establishment of large and free markets) a two-edged sword. Cur- 
rency inflation, moreover, made it extremely difficult to try to keep domestic and 
export production in balance 


Since World War Two, however, the larger economic area has become a reality 
and it has been possible to achieve economic co-operation between sovereign states 
through operation of the Organization for European Economic Co-Operation, with 
its subordinate European Payment Union and with GATT, the General Argeement 
on Tantfs and Traftic 


Austra was still afraid of over-building its productive capacity when it took 
over some large and rundown enterprises in 1945. But, thanks to the magnanimous 
help of the American people through the Marshalt Plan, which made large-scale 
investments possible through establishment of the sound Schilling currency to re- 
place the ruined older currency (making it possible to get long-term money for 
capital investments instead of short-term money as had been necessary before) 
Austria has, in co-operation with other European nations, staged a remarkable 
economic comeback: 


It would he unjust to accredit the great success of reconstruction exclusively 
or even mainly to foremn aid and thereby to minimize the industry, willingness 
to accept sacrifices, and the energy of the Austrian people. themselves. These 
thinys and the systematic planning and execunon of economic concepts of the 


Austnan Government and the leaders of Austrian private industry have gone 
hand in hand

As supplement to these statistics: In October of 1954, employment reached 
an all-time high of 2,076,000 workers, approximately 100,000 persons more than 
in October 1952. At the end of January 1955 the number of employed of 
1,933,336 was also relatively high and showed, for the first time, a success in the 
fight against winter unemployment. At the end of March the employment figure 
was 1,965,800. In June of 1952 production had risen 163 per cent as compared 
to production in 1937. At the same time the productivity of Austrian labor had 
risen, after the heavy relapse of the post-war period, to the level of 1937, (for 
which year an index figure of 100 was assumed). In March of 1955 the index 
of production rose to 214, that of productivity to 124.

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The ARTS of AUSTRIA

NTIL~-about 1000 A.D. Austria was a 

kind of no-man’s land between Bavaria, 
in the West, and the eastern great plain held by wild, 
uncivilized Magyars. The land was colonized gradual- 
ly by Bavarian and Franconian ‘settlers, but timber 
building that may have gone on in the 11th century 
has not survived. 

Austria felt the stimulus of the crusades in the 12th 
century when the margraves, later dukes, and march- 
ing lords founded monasteries. These have become 
characteristic and important centers of economic and 
cultural development. Of this period, some fine speci- 
mens of Romanesque architecture continue in use 

In the middle of the 13th century, St. Michael's 
and St. Stephen's churches were built in Vienna, and 
St. Stephen's twin towers and facade were incorporated 
in the subsequent (14th century) Gothic edifice which 
still stands with the two towers at the ends of the 
transept, only one of which was completed, and three 
naves of equal height. Many other fine Gothic churches 
were built in that period. 

A great school of. wood carvers and painters 
accordingly developed, its most prominent masters 
Michael Pacher and Rueland Frueauf, the elder. 

From 1526 to about 1670, religious strife and 
defense against the Turks, who had conquered most 
of Hungary, caused a lull in artistic development. 
After 1683, however, long suppressed energies burst 
forth and for 40 years the Court, the artistocracy, the 
bishoprics, and especially the great and wealthy 
monasteries vied in building palaces, churches and 
monastic houses, often of colossal dimensions. In their 
interiors decorative sculpture, stuccoes, marbles, gild- 
ing, and frescoed ceilings are merged into overwhelm- 
ing unison. It was in this period that the Austrian 
towns and countryside acquired their familiar appear- 
ance. 

The strain of the Napoleonic wars caused, in the 
first third of the 19th century, reaction towards 
simplicity. Painters of bourgeois character came to the 
fore. Great wealth accumulated by the industrial 
revolution after the middle of the century, and en- 
suing development of Vienna into a modern metropolis 
produced architecture compared favorably with that 
of other countries. 


VIENNA, City of Musie

Vs Gaceven historical greatness 
Vienna may have lost in two 
world wars, one greatness remains, that it is 
one of the finest centers of music in the world 
currently and historically. In every little street 
in Vienna there still stand the old houses 
where classical composers wrote their great 
works, Haydn, Mozart, Beethoven, Schubert, 
Gluk, Johann Strauss, Anton Bruckner, Jo 
hannes Brahms, Gustav Miller, Richard 


Strauss. 


Memories from the whole history of music 
spread enchantment over all Vienna, and old 
houses, squares, churches, theatres and concert 
halls are steeped in music. Surrounding woods 
too, and Vienna gardens are full of the history 
of music and musicians. 


Nature and history have given the musical 
life of Vienna its individual character. Nature 
has contributed the landscape—the mighty 
Danube of which Johann Strauss sang; the 
friendly, leafy glades and pine trees that rustle 
through “so much of Schubert's music; the 
vineyards in which he played on out-of-tune 
pianos while his friends danced. Nature has 
also played her part by giving the people of 
Vienna their national character—a people that 
came from Bavaria and Franconia, and in 
whom Czech, Hungarian and Polish blood 
mingle richly.

Hackneyed repetition of historical formulae was 
rejected by 1890, when Otto Wagner rejuvenated 
architecture by analyzing the purposes which buildings 
were to serve. His great hall of the Post Office Sav- 
ings Bank in Vienna (dated 1905) is the first valid 
artistic solution of problems raised by introduction of 
steel, concrete and glass; after 50 years it is still com- 
pletely satisfying. Josef Olbrich conceived his “Seces- 
sion” building for mediumvsize art exhibitions, with a 
simplicity inspired by Egyptian architecture and, in a 
truly Viennese flight of imagination, crowned it with 
a dome in the form of a golden laurel tree. 


The revolution of the Nineties was most violent in 
painting. Its leader and greatest talent was Gustv 
Klimt. He created a style wholly his own, contrary 
to the whole trend of European painting in which 
space is replaced by rhythmical movement The great 
Viennese arts-and-crafts movement, the Vienna Work- 
shop, besides owing much to the folk-arts of the neigh- 
boring Slavonic regions, sprang from Klimt's parent- 


hood. 
Klimt’s peer, but also his antipode, was Albin 


Egger-Lienz, spiritual representative of the yeomanry 
of the Alps and simple, earth-bound traditions. 


Among younger men, Egon Schiele inherited 
Klimt’s sense for expressive outline. A _ proletarian 
rebel, he drew and painted the undernourished and de-

But the strongest strain in the music of 
Vienna is Italian, which flooded the land at the 
time of the counterreformation. In Vienna 
during the 17th century the court conductors 
were Italians, the singers and the virtuosi 
Italians too. The Austrian court spoke Italian, 
and it was the language of the aristocracy. The 
common church policy of both Italy and Aus- 
tria in the 17th century forged strong links be- 
tween Vienna and Venice, and it was from 
Venice above all that musicians of every kind 
set off to cross the Alpine passes to come to 
Vienna at that time. 


Even when Vienna had become modern 
and one could drive along the new Ringstrasse 
to the big new Opera House—the opera that 
is to be ceremonially re-opened next November, 
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praved children and girls from the outskirts of the 
great city with a painful and wild intensity. A great 
psychologist appeared in the long series of portraits 
Oscar Kokoschka (b.1886) painted in his early, 
Viennese days. Kokoschka analyzed the real selves of 
his models with breathtaking impact. Later work. 
especially his landscapes, do not belong to the Austrian 
scene: he worked in Dresden, Prague, London and 
America and now lives in Switzerland. After the 
Second World War he undertook to run a school of 
painting in Salzburg during summer festivals. 

Two other important painters in the sense of an 
intense rendering of the visual aspect of things in 
paint, were Anton Kolig and Anton Faistauer. The 
third man of this generation, Herbert Bocckl, had 
trodden many paths, from a monumental formalism 
through naturalism to occasional attempts at abstract 
color-visions. We still have to see what his ultimate 


form will be. 

Among the very young, Ernst Fuchs, expressing 
in black and white surrealist leanings with uncanny 
and often oppressive intensity of his calligraphic 
stroke, is by far the greatest talent 

In sculpture, Anton Hanak was a leading artist 
of the first third of this century. 


At present, Hanak’s very self-willed pupil, Fritz 
Wotruba, is the outstanding sculptor and certainly the 
greatest living artist in Austria.

HE great summer festivals in Salzburg, Bregenz, Vienna and Graz have for 

a long time been attracting an international art-minded public. But there also 
is a great number of smaller festivities throughout. Austria, each of which is an 
event of peculiar charm. 


Attractive tournaments in castle yards, mystery plays in front of ancient 
churches, colorful folk festivals and folklore events continuing age-old tradition 
all have their share in the festival season, in addition to the international festivals 
which have to confirm their world-wide fame every year again. 


There is a ceasless series of festive 
events all the year ’round, a great number 
of them rooted in old folk-customs. When 
at winter time, the country-side is cov- 
ered by thick white pillows, strange and 
ghostly things are going on in several 
Alpine villages. In Mitterndorf, Styria, 
you can see the “Strohschab er” 
roaming about, stopping every now and 
then in front of one of the guest-houses 
of the village, resembling huge guards 
when they look through the windows to 
watch the grand mystery play of the dy- 
ing of the poor beggar and of the rich 
man. 


The so-called “Rauhnachte” (hoarfrost- 
nights) being over, carnival time begins 
with the “Perchtenlauf” in the Gastein 
valley and the “Glocklerlauf” in the Salz- 
kammergut.

True 
to old customs, rifle brigades meet on 
summer Sundays, as for instance the 
“Krakaudorfer,” with their uniforms dat- 
ing back to the days of Napoleon, the 
“Oberndorfer Schiffergarde” (boatsmen 
club), dressed in black and red, the “Ja-

A special annual highlight of Mariazell 
is at the blossoming time of the Narcis- 
sus, when Nature itself is the main ac- 
tress in a marvelous procession.

frien Austrian motor car industry consists of a wholesale operation 
conducted primarily by the joint stock company Steyr-Daimler-Puch 
and a few smaller, but efficient concerns. Austrians have learned that 
mass production is necessary to keep auto prices within reach of work- 
ing classes in Austrian areas. But, to maintain mass production, maintain 
a high degree of employment in the industry, and keep prices down, 
Austria must export a high percentage of her production of automobiles 
_ and auto parts and equipment. 
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Steyr -Daimler- Puch is a stock company organized in 1934, with 
90 years of mechanical production history behind it through the merger of 
three production units, the Steyr-Werke in Steyr, where small arms and, 
since the First World War, motor cars and roller bearings, have been 
made; the Austrian Daimler-Werke in West Neustandt, motor car pio- 
neer, and the Puck-Werke in Graz, which has been producing motor cars 
since the turn of the century. 


Plants in Steyr and Graz were almost completely destroyed during 
World War Two, but have been rebuilt. 


The main Steyr plant, in Upper Austria, produces Diesel tractors of 
15, 30, 45 and 60 horsepower, which go to Italy, South Africa, France and 
other countries; Diesel powered (four cycle, four cylinder, 90 h.p.) 
trucks and buses (4.5 tons capacity; buses 30 passengers), which go into 
Germany extensively, and other countries. 


Western Germany also is an important customer for roller bearings, 
since Austria can use only about 20 per cent of this production at home 
and must export the rest.

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Austria’s Success Depends on

HE Austrian State Treaty, after efforts extending 

over many years, was signed in Vienna by the 
representatives of the four great Powers on May 15, 
1955. Thereby the promise of political and economic 
sovereignty given to Austria by the Great Powers in 
the Moscow Declaration of 1943 was realized. 


Austria is nevertheless committed by the terms 
of the treaty to continue for years to come to carry 
a series of economic burdens of some size, which 
face various sectors of the economy with most signifi- 
cant problems, particularly in the matter of the cur- 
rency, the budget and the credit mechanism, as well 
as the balance of trade and of payments. Austria is 

“dble to accept these very considerable obligations 
with relative calm today only because of the strong 
economic base which was constructed in recent years 
by means of American foreign aid. It was, after all, 
only through the combination of these most-important 
financial resources, made available through the gen- 
erosity of the American taxpayer, and the labors of 
Austrians themselves that it was possible to set up 


efficient new industries, as well as to rationalize the - 


exploitation of the country’s natural wealth in water- 
power, iron ore, timber, soft coal and magnesite, and 
to open up the beauties of the country to interna- 
tional travel by means of the most modern transport 
media and tourist enterprises. Austria will not fail 

**to remember that it was above all the United States 
which placed considerations of humanity above the 
law of the victor. 


The proper fulfillment of Austria’s obligations 
under the State Treaty is bound up with a number of 


important considerations in the fields of both trade 
and of currency. In recent years Austria has con- 
sistently followed a policy of strict currency stability 
and has supported this by appropriate policies in 
tudgetary and credit matters. 


The budget has been successfully balanced, the 
main weight of public investments has been placed 
where it would have a quick beneficial effect on the 
balance of payments..and most important of all, tax 
policy has been made flexible and so adapted to the 
vital needs of the country that a proper stimulus to 
capital formation at various levels of the economy 
has been provided. A notable growth of savings 
capital has resulted, partly in the form of bank 
deposits, and partly also through the medium of a 
revived capital market where considerable funds have 
been provided for short- and long-term needs of the 
state and of business. The increase in the produc- 
tivity of Austrian industry has been manifested not 
only in the steady upward development of foreign 
trade, in the growth of foreign exchange reserves

and in Austria’s position in the EPU, but also in the 
growth of banking deposits. 


The great improvement in the exchange situation 
over the early years of strain has now strengthened 
the external value of the schilling to the point where 
it is practically ripe for convertibility. The relaxa- 
tion of exchange restrictions and the greater degree 
of liberalization have tended to mesh Austria more 
closely into the international money and merchandise 
markets. 


In addition to establishing a firm monetary base, 
Austria has also reinforced its international credit 
position by resuming interest and amortization pay- 
ments on its fareign bonds as of Jan. 1, 1954. True, 
there are questions in various sectors as yet unre- 
solved, but ways will be found here also for solutions 
both equitable and economically feasible for Austria. 
Austria has always sustained the principles of justice, 
of fidelity to treaty commitments and equitable part- . 
nership in its international relations. In future it 
will strive likewise for the full satisfaction of all 
obligations it undertakes, bearing in mind that this 
can be accomplished satisfactorily only through con- 
tinuing mutual trust and co-operation. The obliga- 
tions to be dealt with relate not merely to the pay- 
ment in goods to the Soviets of $150 million for 
the return of the “German assets,” which will be 
accomplished in six annual installments of $25 million 
each, but also to the settlement of $2 million for the 
return of vessels and riverside properties of the 
Danube Steamship Company, and to the required 
deliveries of crude oil, amounting to one million tons 
per annum of an estimated total value of $190-$200 
million, but also to the investments which will be 
needed to be made in the returned ind ies and 
petroleum undertakings and for the improvement of 
the agricultural enterprises in eastern Austria. Added 
to this is the cost of establishing and arming a small 
but hard-hitting defense force. 


Very considerable sums will be needed to meet the 
wholly “unrequited” merchandise deliveries called for 
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under the treaty settlement, the various investment 
needs described and the supply of the necessary 
volume of working capital. Budgetary revenues and 
credit sources will furnish the needs in part, and for 
the rest, the banks and particularly the capital market 
will be called upon. 


It is evident that any conscientious calculation of 
the means whereby these various funds are to be 
raised can rest only on the foundation of an abso- 
lutely stable currency. The soundness of the currency 
will in the future be the leading subject of attention 
in all considerations of Austrian economic policy. Its 
defense will be pursued not through monetary meas- 
ures merely, but through commercial and customs 
policy, to make sure that the necessary capital will 
be forthcoming for the country’s manifold needs. Of 
special importance in this connection will be the 
endeavor to prevent goods deliveries under the treaty 
from affecting adversely the country’s regular export 
business. This will mean that the Austrian economy 
will be forced not only with the task of adding 
further to its productivity, but also probably in cer- 
tain sectors of enlarging existing export capacity. 
This raises an evident necessity for investment of 
new capital in order to relieve strains on the balance 
of payments. The same is true of investments in 
those branches of the economy which bring in sub- 
stantial income under so-called “service item” head- 
ings in the balance of payments, notably the tourist 
business and transit trade. 


Thus, while currency stability is a condition basic 
to the maintenance of economic stability, a function- 
ing capital market is the essential instrument for 
raising the necessary capital sums to realize the 
program. 


The banks, in addition to making their credit facili- 
ties available for the supply of working capital, will 
also have to be in a position where they can later 
consolidate on the capital market any preliminary 
financing of long-term projects for which they may 
be called upon. It is not sufficient, of course, merely 
to convert such credits into stocks and bonds and 
then have the paper stick in banking portfolios. 


In this connection tax policy, which has been in- 
creasingly guided in recent -years by general consid- 
erations of economic policy rather than purely fiscal 
considerations, takes on special significance. Special 
attention will have to be given to questions involved 
in the taxation of capital gains, as also to the further 
negotiation of bilateral agreements for the avoidance 
of double taxation, and in this way assist in re-estab- 
lishing the stock market to its original functions. 


Austria must be prepared for a strong capital 
demand in the years to follow. Based on the premise 
of an unquestioned stable currency, and on the related 
assumption that credit needs must be supplied with- 
out creating new money, the problem will be not 
merely to assure the satisfaction of individual neces- 
sities in a timely order of priority, and so to adapt 
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tax policy as to assure a proper balance between 
money market and capital market funds, but also to 
make possible the access of foreign capital to Aus- 
trian securities. In attracting foreign capital funds, 
the decisive factors of interest will be the uses to 
which they are to be applied and the profitability 
of the investment. 


Where risks are likely to be widely distributed 
internationally, as for example in the petroleum in- 
dustry, there will be little disagreement with the 
necessity of continuing to operate the enterprise in 
accordance with the principles of free enterprise. , 
One also should not overlook the fact that the 
nationalization legislation of 1946/47 was drafted in 
a political atmosphere determined by the circum- 
stances of the time, and that this situation has 
changed substantially since then. Austria will offer 
all legal and moral guarantees for the equitable 
handling of foreign capital, and because of this it 
wishes to strengthen its connections with European 
and Western financial centers. The Creditanstalt- 
Bankverein, which will be celebrating the hundredth 
anniversary of its establishment in the fall of this 
year, may be expected to develop again the full 
extent of its traditional role as the special exponent 
of Austrian business and as intermediary to the 
centers of international finance. ' 


The State Treaty has opened a new page in the 
history of this ancient civilization lying in the heart 
of Europe. It has always been Austria’s tradition to 
have historical and spiritual ties with the Western 
World, and this tradition will be maintained in the 
future. The political neutrality to which it has 
adhered, resulting as it does from its geographical 
position and done in the interest of relaxing world 
political tension, is in no wise a neutrality of senti- 
ment. The obligations and tasks to which the country 
is committed in the coming years will be psycho- 
logically bearable only because of the knowledge that . 
it is a contribution to the peaceful march of events 
in the world. Austria will, however, only be able 
truly to fulfill its European and world mission if 
economic stability and an undisturbed social develop- 
ment are assured in this territory which is so 
important for the peace of the world. 
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Alpbach Seminar: It Couldn’t Have Happened Before World War Two 


USTRIA is not poor in Summer Seminars and 

Similar academic organizations. Every year in 
the summer, lectures are held in Vienna, Salzburg, 
Gmunden and other towns, which are of greater top- 
ical interest, both in matter and form, than those held 
during the year at the Austrian universities—in Vien- 
na, Graz and Innsbruck. All these Summer Seminars 
have their own characteristics, but one organization 
is fundamentally different, and in recent years it has 
become known far beyond the frontiers of Austria 
- as the “Alpbach European Forum”. 


The decisive difference is this: what happens at 
Alpbach would not have been possible before the Sec- 
ond World War. 

The Summer Seminar at Alpbach is no Summer 
Seminar in the normal sense of the words; it is a 
meeting-place for the younger generation of Europe, 
a place in which they can voice their opinions freely. 
It even seems as if professors and students have come 
together here by chance; both meet on the same level. 
No lectures are held at Alpbach. Professors and stu- 
dents as well as business men and politicians, artists 
and journalists, meet in study-groups, talk about the 
results of recent research and open questions of sci- 

_ ence, and put their views and experience before the 
group for discussion. Apart from this, there are gen- 
eral discussions before the whole assembly, and talks 
are given by famous personalities, journalists and pro- 
fessors, Nobel Prize winners and artists. 


Alpbach is a tiny mountain village in the Tyrol. 
It is reached from the railway line running from Inns- 
bruck to Salzburg. In Brixlegg, a small station on this 
line, the through-trains stop on only two days in the 
year; at the start and at the end of the Alpbach Sum- 
mer Seminar. From Brixlegg, Alpbach can only be 
reached by bus; it lies in an Alpine valley about 20 
miles to the south at a height of 1000 feet. The 
small, one-track road, with only a few passing-places, 
often cut through rock, was only built a little over 
“ 30 years ago. Before that, Alpbach <ould only be 
reached by a bridle-path, and the inhabitants had to 
take home their provisions on beasts of burden. To- 
day, the population of Alpbach is about 800 to 1000. 

In 1945, Otto Molden, a leading figure in the 
Austrian Resistance Movement, discovered the re- 


mote village of Alpbach while on tour with a univer- 
sity lecturer from Innsbruck. He recognized immedi- 
ately its potentialities. This was what he had been 
looking for! A place that should become the focal 
point for the new youth of Europe. Here it would be 
possible for representatives of all nations to come 
together in a living community, and the spirit that 
lived here would spread throughout all lands. 
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_Alpbech Village 


“On the fields of slaughter of the Second World 
War, in the concentration camps, under the hail of 
bombs that laid waste the cities, and in the cells of 
the European Resistance Movement, the features of 
a new picture of man were cast. Today, this man is 
engaged in a hard inner struggle for a new spirit 
: ” writes Otto Molden about the program of the 
“Austrian College Society”, which he founded, togeth- 
er with like-minded friends, and of which he was the 
first president. The Austrian College Society is a 
private, free and independent organization. 


The first International Summer Seminar was or- 
ganized by the Austrian College Society in September, 
1945, where 80 young persons from European coun- 
tries met and worked together. It was, above all, a 
question of infusing the universities with this new 
spirit; for it was recognized that the great oppor- 
tunity of becoming the bearers of the European re- 
vival lay with the universities. 


At the tenth meeting of the International Sum- 
mer Seminar, the Austrian College Society could 
claim 800 applications. The scope had been widened ; 
the Summer Seminar had developed into the Euro- 
pean Forum’:; the talks were not only on philosophy 
or literature, or on questions of technique or medi- 
cine, biology or sociology, physics or history, but ques- 
tions of radio and economics were included, and a 
Bank Day took place bringing together at Alpbach 
general managers of the greatest European banks. The 
latest work of the composer Gottfried von Einem, a 
Dancing Serenade, was given its world premiere here; 
important art exhibitions and theatrical productions 
took place; writers such as Stefan Andres and Werner 
Bergengruen gave readings of their work; the ‘cell- 
ist Gaspar Cassado gave a concert; and the Austrian 
historian-lecturer Friedrich Heer and Denis de Rouge- 
mont from Geneva met in a discussion. Don Salva- 
dor de Madariaga spoke there; Nobel Prize winner 
Erwin Schrodinger led a working-group on natural 
philosophy. ... The list of the names of the person- 
alities who have been at Alpbach in recent years 
could be extended indefinitely. 


As the Vice-President of the Austrian College 
Society and Scientific Director of the Summer Semi- 
nar, University Professor Dr. Simon Moser, Karlsruhe, 
once said: “The scientific work in the Austrian Col- 
lege Society is the free adventurousness of the spirit; 
we risk here the quite uncertain outcome of new and 
unusual questions.” Scientific work develops here, 
quite naturally and of itself, to become a wider cul- 
ture. At a time when slogans and narrow ideologies 
are threatening to prevail over everything, a place 
like Alpbach, where no finished solutions are offered, 
but where people try to gain an insight into the heart 
of a problem, is highly important.

USTRIA is not only a country of unique natural 

beauties, able to offer her visitors relaxation, recrea- 
tion and different forms of entertainment; Austria is also 
a country of hard and honest labor, whose industrial im- 
portance is far greater than its size and population. Not 
too well endowed with natural wealth and résources, Aus- 
tria must, in particular, lay the’ most stress on harnessing 
the fine craftsmanship and artistic ability of her popula- 
tion in the service of her industry. Of her raw materials, 
iron ore, which has been mined for 2000 years in the Erz- 
berg, forms the basis of her most modern iron and steel in- 
dustry centering chiefly in Upper Styria, as well as in the 
iron and steel mills at Linz. The latter, heavily damaged 
during the war, have now been completely rebuilt. An- 
other very.amportant raw material, the oil, which had not 
heen at Austria's disposal for a long time, may now serve 
to the full extent the interests of Austrian economy. On 
the other hand, timber. in the big forests and woods of the 
Alpine and foothill regions—a source of enchantment to all 
visitors coming from abroad-——is becoming more and more 
important and continually being extended. Finally, magne- 
site of Upper Styria and Carinthia must be mentioned, the 
raw material, which has made Austrian economy well known 
all over the world. 

The aspects of Austrian economy show a judicious 
mixture of big business particularly exemplified in the iron 
and metal industry as well as in the paper mills, the chem- 
ical and food industry with numerous medium sized and 
small firms on whom the good will of Austrian craftsman- 
ship and luxury industries depend, as for example ceramics, 
roe Men jewelry, leather, petit point, etc. 

By the scarcity of coal, Austria was forced after the 
end of World War I to exploit her water power resources. 
The gigantic source of energy, the big Vorarlberg III plant 
and the mighty reservoirs of Kaprun in the center of the 
Alps, down to the river plants on the Enns, Inn and 
Danube are now the backbone of Austria's fuel industry 
and will be in a couple of years the basis of power supply 
in Europe. 


The political development in post war Europe brought 
about a fundamental change in the structure of Austria's 
foreign trade. The Eastern European states, until World 
War I Austria's most important bargaining _partners, have 
lost that position almost entirely and it may be hoped that 


portant trade partners. In import trade, Western Ger- 
many 1s leading with more than 28% of the total, followed 
by the U.S.A. with 12.5%, Italy and Great Britain. How- 
ever, the overseas trade has also increased in the past 
few years: to a considerable extent due to the efforts of 
the Austrian Chamber of Commerce as to the official repre- 
sentative of the Austrian industry in a far reaching and in- 
tensive drive for export markets. The Austrian export list 
is headed by iron and steel as well as timber, paper and ma- 
chinery. Austrian agriculture of today is able to cover the 
home demand of food up to 82%. The increase in pro- 
duction, developed as in the case of industry, in high de- 
gree with capital investments largely procured through Mar- 
shall Plan Aid, has brought about a far better supply to 
the home market. 


The profuse variety of topographical scenery in Austria 
has also led to a rich assortment of local production. Vorarl- 
berg, for instance, the Westernmost Province, has a very 
highly developed textile industry, geared largely for export 
orders; in the Tyrol a particularly specialized glass and 
optical ware industry has been founded since the war; Salz- 
burg is famous for the manufeeturing of regional costumes 
and Upper Austria is the seat of a tradition, going back for 
hundreds of years, of iron and the scythe making industry, 
which take their places beside the great steel and chemical 
industries at Linz. 


Styria is one of the main sources of timber, paper and 
magnesite. Upper Styria is the center of the Austrian 
mining industry. Carinthia too, ever popular as a tourist 
center owing to her lovely scenery (Grossglockner High Al- 
pine Road) has, besides the working industry, many tradi- 
tional industries such as the famous Ferlach gunsmiths. 


Lower Austria and the Burgenland, the chief larders of 
Austria, from which provinces too, the well known excel- 
lent wines originate, possess many metal and textile pro- 
ducing firms. 


The will to work of the Austrian people, their strong 
belief in Austria's strength and vitality and the efficiency 
of the Austrian industry have between them accomplished 
a feat of reconstruction here in the heart of Europe which 
has eapeier the whole workd as a kind of “Austrian 
miracle. 


Austria is a business country as well as a country for 
recreation and relaxation. Every businessman is able after

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Austrian Trade Unions: Guardians of Freedom and Democracy

IGHTING was still going on in Vienna when, 

in April 1945, officials of the former party fac- 
tion trade unions of Austria got together and de- 
cided to found a unified and supra-party trade union 
organization—the Austrian Trade Federation (OGB). 
The tragic experiences of the past had opened every- 
one's eyes to the realization that only a united trade 
union movement would be able to help towards re- 
storing and safeguarding democracy. 


Based on the proud tradition of the Austrian work- 
ers movement, but adapting itself to the needs of a 
changed world, the Austrian Trade Union Federation 
built up its organization on the industrial groups 
principle. From the very beginning it endeavored to 
avoid a multitude of small organizations which would 
have split the trade union strength. The 16 unions 
affiliated with the Austrian Trade Union Federation 
today show a membership of 1,350,000 persons, out 
of a total population of seven million and an average 
employment figtire of roughly two million. 


The supra-party structure and centralization of the 
Austrian Trade Union Federation, which never ran 


counter to democratic principles, has in the last ten . 


years not only proved extremely useful in the fields 
of organization and finance; it has also decisively 
contributed to the feat of maintaining harmony in 
working relations, thus making possible the economic 
reconstruction of Austria. 


It cannot be denied that the path out of the chaos 
left by the collapse of the Nazi regime was not an 
easy one. The industrial centers in the East of the 
country were ruined areas, thanks to the war and the 
circumstances of occupation. Workers and employes 
started with extremely modest resources, often only 
with their bare hands, to get their plants into opera-

shows, 735 artistic performances for education for 
democracy. 


tion again. Under these conditions, the Trade Union 
Federation had to tackle completely new tasks; it 
had to ensure that the workers received a regular 
supply of food, clothes and consumer goods. 


Th: Trade Union Federation tackled not only the 
problems of the day. but also the basic development 
of economic conditions in general. The currency re- 
form of 1947, which it urged along, was the first step 
towards the stabilization of the currency, and the 
recovery of the economy. 


A decisive factor in the reconstruction of Austria's 
economy, which could never have been financed from 
our own resources, was the assistance we received 
from friendly states. At a meeting in Paris in July 1948, 
the Austrian -Trade Union representatives pleaded 
for Austria’s inclusion in the Marshall Plan. It is 


largely due to the generous help of the Marshall Plan 
that Austria is again able to export the products of 
her craftsmanship, a vital necessity for our little 
country. 


Austria's economy is widely dependent on the world 
market. Each economic change on foreign markets, 
like the raising of bicycle tariffs in the United States 
for example, is immediately noticeable here. 


Exemplary achievements have also been made in 
the field of social policy and social legislation under 
the leadership of trade union men, the vice president 
of the Trade Union Federation for example, Kar! 
Maisel, is Austrian Minister for Social Security. Aus- 
tria has become a state which ensures for its inhabi- 
tants a large degree of social security. 


That is why the Austrian worker today gladly ac- 
knowledges his allegiance to his own state without giv- 
ing up his traditional leaning towards international co- 
operation. Ever since the foundation of the Interna- 
tional Confederation of Free Trade Unions the Aus: 
trian Trad- Union Federation has been a member, 
and it fills us with pride that the Fourth World Con- 
gress of the ICFTU will hold its discussions in 
Vienna. 


In spite of the successes already achieved, there is 
still plenty of room for improvement. The aim of 
the Trade Union Federation is directed above all 
towards securing full employment, raising real wages 
and creating further social amenities. 


The Austrian Trade Union Federation today is the 
mightiest organization of the country, and its voice 
cannot be passed over on any important decision. It 
is, however, also the vigorous guardian of freedom 
and democracy and knows that these alone are the 
foundations on which a successful struggle for a bet- 
ter life for all working people of Austria must be 
based.

cipal customers. Sales to Canada have developed very satisfactorily and amounted 
, > to approximately $700,000 in 1954. The US.A., on the other hand, have pur- 
_ chased in Vorarlberg not more than $320,000 worth of embroidery, which is all 
the more striking since in regard to quality the products from Vorarlberg are by 
no means inferior to those of other suppliers who have realized considerably higher 
sales. The main reason for this unsatisfactory state of affairs is probably to be 
found in the fact that embroideries from Vorarlberg are still littke known to the 
“American public. Another factor is the extraordinary high U.S. customs duty levied 
on embroidery articles which in some instances turns out to be almost prohibitive. 
This condition appears to be due to the influence of the embroidery industry of New 
Jersey which, however, has in the first place been designed for serial production 
and thus is hardly in a position to take care of special wishes and requirements. As 
a possible solution, a modification of the existing custom charges might serve which 
could be altered in such a way that protection is provided to American products 
while imports of high-quality articles from Europe are not impeded.

| peg early times the Danube has been one of the main traffic-arteries 
of Europe and witness of momentous events in world history. Well 
known are the numerous Roman settlements along the banks from which 
developed the great cities in the center of commercial and political life,

Beginning from Regensburg, suited 
to large scale shipping, she flows across 


Europe 2,400 km (1,492 miles) from 
west to east. With its great tributaries, 
the river fertilized traffic and com- 
merce of the Austro-Hungarian monar- 
chy and the south-eastern areas of Eur- 
ope, whose agricultural surpluses for 
the greater part were transported by 
water. 


A large share of the development of 
Danube shipping can be credited to the 
1.DDSG (Danube Steamship Company), 
founded in 1829, which put the first 
steamboats on the river and from 
Vienna and built up a regular traffic 
(passenger and freight service), to the 
southeast and traffic connections up to 
the Levante (later taken over by the 
Lloyd Triestino). Till the end of World 
War I the company was the largest in- 
land shipping enterprise in Europe and 
owned the greatest shipyard in Obuda, 
also a shipyard at Korneuburg near 
Vienna and its own hard coal mines at 
Pecs (Funfkirchen), Hungary. 

At disintegration of the monarchy 
DDSG handed over an important part 
of her fleet to the successor states, 
which now came to the Danube with 
their own national shipping enterprises. 

This rising competition was met by 
the company in 1927 by the forming of 
a pool with the Hungarian and Bavar- 
ian shipping interests which in the fol- 
lowing year was more or less loosely 
joined by the rest of the more import- 
ant shipping concerns. This co-opera- 
tion became generally known the world 
over as exemplary. The Hitler regime 
took over the shares of the enterprise 
and for this reason the company was 
claimed by the occupation wers as 
“German property” and deprived of its 
foreign establishments, including those 
in the eastern zone of occupied Austria. 
Only those parts of the fleet gathered 
on the Danube above Linz, damaged 
and in bad shape by lack of mainten- 
ance due to war, were available after 
the war. . 


It was not until 1947 that the DDSG 
was able to take part again in Danube 
shipping, by taking over the Ruhr coal-

freight from Regensburg to Linz. In 
spite of adverse circumstances the com- 


pany in the following years kept pace 


with the growth of reconstruction in 
Austria so that today it operates a 
fleet of 24 traction vessels, 135 barges, 
34 tankers, several floating cranes and 
other loading equipment. 

Apart from these, the DDSG runs 
and administers four traction vessels 
and 18 barges of new Austrian govern- 
ment construction. The company, 
which in 1947 could only transport 67,- 
300 tons in 1953 carried 1,408,320 tons. 

The technical part of reconstruction 
was performed by the Schiffswerft Linz 
AG shipyards, an enterprise which also 
can look back to 100 years of activity. 
These shipyards were taken over by the 
company in the course of the last war 
and represent one of the most modernly 
equipped plants of its kind. By building 
railway coaches, iron and steel struct- 
ures and cranes, the shipyards may 
claim a significant share in the recon- 
struction of Austria. 

The river traffic reopened by the 
DDSG was, until 1952, constricted to 
the short stretch of river between 
Regensburg and Linz. In 1952 permis- 
sion was gained from the occupation 
power to extend traffic to the whole 
of the Austrian Danube and by 1953 
the further extension across the Austri- 
an border to the southeast was made 
possible by an agreement with the Hun- 
garian Government. In 1954 shipping 
agreements with Cechoslovakia, Yugo- 
slavia and Bulgaria followed and a like 
agreement with Rumania is at the mo- 
ment in negotiation. So that after an 
interruption of ten years the Danube 
again lies open to Austrian shipping. 

With its 12 modern and comfortably 
equipped pagsenger boats the DDSG 
keeps up a regularly scheduled passen- 
ger service between Passau and Vienna 
from May to September, passing 
through one of the most beautiful and 
historically most interesting landscapes 
of Austria. 

DDSG hopes negotiations under the 
independence treaty may restore to it 
what had been built up by agelong labor 
and by Austrian capital and diligence. 
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| Textile Plants Date From 1802 
Of Danube Shipping | 
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be Pottendorf Spinning Mill and Felixdorf Weaving Mill Joint 
Stock Company stems from one of the oldest mechanical spinning 


establishments on the European continent, having hau its beginning in 
1802. 


An Englishman named John Thornton quit Manchester carrying plans for 
such a mill, partly on paper and partly in his own mind, was tried in absentia and 
condemned to death in a legalistic procedure to prevent carrying the new indus- 
trial processes out of the country. Austrians learned he had reached Hamburg, 
invited him to Vienna, where he supervised the construction of a building arid the 
manufacture of the first mechanical spinning equipment there. He afterward be- 
came general manager of the Pottendorf mill, creation of which he directed. 


Now factories with 61,700 spindles and 1450 (mostly automatic) looms, to- 


gether with a modern refining plant employ 2650 persons in the spinning and 
weaving business. 


In 1954 production reached #700 tons of yarn and 1742 million yards of woven 
goods, predominantly from American cotton, but also from staple fibre, vigogne- 
spun yarn and effect yarns. 


The mills also turn out thread, two fold and many-fold, in the same yarns, 
together with finished cord thread. Woven goods of all kinds are made from cot- 
ton, staple fibre, rayon; raw, bleached, dyed and color-woven. ’ 


Special dyeing, bleaching, mercerization, steaming and roughening plants and 
a new sanforizing plant have been established and put into operation. 


Production supplies not only domestic markets, but also permits export to 
western European states and overseas to America and Australia.

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Vienna State Operahouse As It Looks Today 


Bomb Gutted State Operahouse 
Rebuilt, To Be Opened In Fall 


HEN, on Nov. 5, 1955, the curtain rises for the first time in the new 

Vienna State Operahouse and the chorus of prisoners is heard in Bee- 
thoven’s immortal “Fidelio,” as they sing of slavery and humiliation, of liberation 
and freedom, this musical work will symbolize a very great hour in Austrian 
story, a history which will reach its climax not by virtue of glorious military 
victories, royal marriages or other imperial feats, but which will be embodied in 
the great symphony of Austrian reconstruction. The official opening of the house 
will be followed by an operatic festival running until Dec. 5, 1955. 


On March 12, 1945, the magnificent edifice of the State Opera was destroyed 
by five bombs. In spite of the fire which followed, most of the outer facade of 
the opera was saved. This circumstance, no less than the building's excellent loca- 
tion and all the traditions bound up with it, led to the decision, shortly after 
1945, to rebuild the Operahouse in such a manner that its old, external form 
would be preserved while in its interior it would be fitted out with the most 
modern equipment. 


With an area of 108,000 square feet, the Vienna State Opera is one of the largest 
theatre buildings in the world. It was first erected on Vienna’s Ringstrasse by the 
architects van der Nuell and Siccardsburg and was opened on May 25, 1869, with 
a gala performance of Mozart's “Don Giovanni.” 


The present reconstruction project, which has cost ten million dollars, had to 
be preceded by a huge amount of preliminary buttressing work. 


Fifty thousand square feet of emergency roofing had to be provided and 5000 
tons of rubble as well as 1500 tons of scrap ifon had to be removed from the 
destroyed building. The new structure required 2400 tons of steel, 7000 tons of 
cement, 2.5 million bricks and 435 miles of electric wire. No Marshall Plan money 
was used for the reconstruction of the Operahouse, it was financed entirely by 
money raised in Austria. 


One of the two large intermission halls has been adorned with precious 
Gobelin tapestries manufactured in Vienna, featuring motifs from Mozart’s “Die 
Zauberfloete” and designed by the Viennese painter, Professor Eisenmenger. The 
second intermission hall is decorated with Salzburg marble in accordance with 
designs by Professor Prossinger. The new house will have at its disposal four 
large rehearsal rooms (for chorus, ensemble and ballet), as well as a large cham- 
ber for orchestra rehearsals. In addition, 10 solo rehearsal rooms have been 
provided. 


The stage itself will be the most modern in the world. Its machinery will in- 
elude an elevator stage on a ramp supplemented by six hydraulically-operated 
elevator sections parallel to it. These sections, one or all at a time, can be 
raised as high as eight feet above the level of the stage or depressed as much as 
36 feet below it. Consequently, it will be possible to arrange the stage area in 
the form of a series of steps rising toward the rear of the stage. In normal 
operations, these stage sections will be used in groups of three, so as to facilitate 
rapid change of scenery. 


Including its rear section, the entire stage has a depth of 164 feet. The stage 
rigging will have no fewer than 54 hand-operated and 40 hydraulic trains. All 
preparations have been made for broadcasting and television facilities. 


The decoration of the auditorium will be in accordance with modern style but 
will adhere to the traditional color scheme of red, gold and ivory. 


All of the pillars in the galleries will be eliminated. A number of seats will 
have microphone connections for the hard-of-hearing and reading lamps for guests 
uaing scores. The new house will seat 1656 persons and afford standing room for 
547 more. The prices for tickets to the opening festival have been fixed at a 
schedule ranging from $0.25 to $200.

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“THE FACE OF AUSTRIA”

i po poet Anton Wildgans left to posterity, together with his literary 
legacy, his “Speech on Austria”—an irreplaceable document of noble 
thought. 


This speech, based on history, traces out the characteristic contours that make 
up the face of Austria, describes the spreading of our national culture throughout 
the entire world, and sketches the typical Austrian. He is, in the words of the 
poet, the product of his country’s history, of his culture and of his natural dis- 
position, and it is through suffering that he has reached his present moral heights. 
It is more from natural instinct that his uprightness stems, than from any moral 
doctrines; though he is industrious, he will not suffer any soul-destroying 
drudgery, and he sets about his work with the creative improvisation of an 
:ndividual craftsman. : 

Anton Wildgans refuses to dis- 
miss the Austrians as a merely friv- 
olous and pleasure-loving people, 
however charming they may be at 
the same time, a people treating 
day-to-day life as a game. He shows 
us by various examples that they 
have always proved themselves in 
times of greatest misfortune, pre- 
serving their most essential char- 
acter through the flood of confusion 
that every collapse of the political 
and social order releases. 


“No, ladies and gentlemen,” ex- 
claims the poet at the climax of his 
historic speech, after the appalling 
glance back to the unspeakable 
misery of the collapse of 1918—‘“no 
other people has had its soul, its 
culture, so severely tested.” 


si es In the first years of peace after 
rrr — ™ : the World War of 1914-18 our, pres- 
; ak ent social order could be only faintly 
discerned. At that time too, the con- 
sequences of the collapse bore heav- 
ily upon the people. Hundreds of 
thousands of unemployed starved 
through a joyless existence; the national economy, directed by speculators, lost 
its true aim; inflation whipped the city into a ghastly frenzy. Then the afflictions 
of weary years brought their reaction, and inordinate pleasure-seeking, the greed 
for lost delights, broke all conventional bounds. 


Gradually the land consolidated itself, and with the return to an ordered 
existence came the disappearance of this hysteria and these excesses. From being 
a merely economic conception, the term stability took on social significance. 

For historical, political and economic reasons the Austria of St. Germain was 
insecurely founded; but in a surprisingly short space of time the country grew 
more stable, surmounted dangerous obstacles with skill, and, when Hitler's 
military juggernaut overran the country, it was already without doubt on the 
road back to democratic reality. Came the defeat of Hitler, and Austria awoke 
to find herself with only a fraction of her possessions of 1918; bled white, 


poverty-stricken, robbed of all her means, she had hardly the strength left to 
recover without foreign help.

This help did indeed come—above all and most abundantly from the U.S.A.— 
and it allowed her to gather her strength again. A Belgian journalist, traveling 
through Austria five years later, wrote of this “re-awakened land,” and from 
Salzburg to Vienna, from Burgenland to the Tyrol, he sensed the deep faith, 
which is the only thing that makes life worth living. For the first time—and so 
most deeply impressed by it, he felt the presence gf that miracle that in other 
connections we like to call the “miracle of Austria”: the sureness of a small, 


brave people when the ground heaves under them, and their gift of laughter 
amid tears. 


Austria’s achievement in reconstruction since 1945—the courage her people 
have shown in a thousand ways, and the -wisdom that has carried them through

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many critical hours, are indisputable. The country went her chosen way without 
the disturbance of political crises; the national economy grew more settled; 
great efforts were made to catch up in the field of social progress, and every 
year brought a fresh series of cultural triumphs throughout the world. 


The land bearing the face of Austria, in the sense of the poet Wildgans, can 
dispense with the false sentimentality of Heurigen, film cliches and the played- 
out yodellings of a revue chorus, so 
that it may go on its way, ca.mly, 
unemotionally, self-assured.

Whenever a Mozart 
minuet dances by, it traces for us the parquet flooring of the Mirabell Gardens in 
Salzburg, and its melody throws a silver bridge abov: the town's angular roofs. 
And in his forebodings of death too there is reflected the calm joy of St. Peter's 
grave-yard. 


In Anton Brucker’s music lie the hills of Upper Austria where. he first saw the 
light: music spread over soft green meadows, wooded heights and fertile plains. 
With every organ chord we see the Benedictine monastery of St. Florian, and 
behind the richness of Bruckner’s symphonies seem to tower the peaks of distant 
mountains. 


Franz Schubert speaks to us of love and suffering, the bitter-sweet wine of 
Vienna’s contemplative days. 


Johann Strauss points with his fiddle-bow towards Heaven, as Heinrich Lauhe 
expresses it, as if to say to us: The sun is rising. 


And so, in spite of the catastrophes of the last decades, the man bearing the 
face of Austria still lives in possession of his undiminished inlferitance. He 
knows his richness, and it is an inheritance which it is the world’s duty to 
preserve.

GREENVILLE, S.C. 
Tomorrow will be a memorable “first day of 
school” for 301 young Americans. As mem- 
bers of the first class of the new United 
States Air Force Academy, they will begin 
their studies at the Academy's temporary 
quarters at Lowry Arr base 
Denver, Colo. 

It will be a historic moment in the annals 
of the American military — comparable to 
the opening of West Point and Annapolis. 
Typical of those who will share in it ts a 
local 19-year-old, Lee Barnwell. 

One date that Ules Lee Barnwell, Jr. (his 
full name on the Academy roster) will re- 
member the rest of his life is May 16, 1955. 
On that day his boss at the local camera 
shop, where he worked after school, sent him 
to the YWCA to repair a movie projector. 

While he was tinkering with the machine, 
his mother telephoned.

Lee gasped and almost dropped the re- 
ceiver.

The message meant he had become one of 
the elite 301 out of the 6,000 candidates 
who had weathered a tough barrage of 
exams for the first class. Says Lee: “Even 
three days after | the word I still 
couldn't believe I'd won the appointment.” 

A lean young man just under 6 feet tall, 
Lee is one of four children of Mr. and Mrs. 
U. L. Barnwell. The family is deeply reli-

gious. Lee has just finished a year as pre- 
engineering student at Furman University 
here. He has always been interested tn air- 
planes and last summer took four hours of 
flying lessons. He wants to fly jets and hopes 
to become an Air Force career officer. 

The Academy’s four-year course is geared 
to turn Lee from a raw cadet into fine off- 
ces material. Actually, flying is only a small 
part of it. 

During the first two years Lee will take 
mathematics. physics, chemistry and eng- 
neering drawing —- plus English, philosophy, 
history and geography. Thereafter he'll get 
such items as materials, electrical engineer- 
ing, government, economics, thermodynam- 
ics, aerodynamics, international relations 
and military history. 

Flight training throughout the four years 
includes physiological and physical training. 
instrument and weather instruction, naviga- 
tion, pressure patterns and radar.

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
EED MONEY? Yourhave a rich Uncle named Sam 
who may be holding a nest egg for you. Half a 
dozen Government agencies have money liter- 
ally to give away. You may be eligible for a share. 
Humanly, Uncle Sam will look you up if you owe 
the Government, but won't bother if the Government 
owes you. Result: a gigantic jackpot has accumulated 
belonging to millions of unsuspecting citizens. 
Thanks to changing laws that constantly add new 
names to the lucky list, you may qualify for some 
obscure Federal benefit. If you're eligible, a cash pay- 
ment is yours for the asking. The longer you wait, 
usually, the more you forfeit 
You may be among the beneficiaries, for instance, 
who aren't collecting their due from the Social Security 
Administration. The legal fine print is full of little- 
known benefits. Here are those most often overlooked: 
If you are 72, you can start drawing old-age checks 
regardless of your income. Many oldsters, thinking 
their independent earnings disqualify them, miss out 
on old-age pay 
You are entitled to partial pension at 65 if your 
annual earnings are under $2,080, full benefits if your 
income is below $1,200. The partial pay feature is 
new to most 65-to-72-vear-olds 
If you once were turned down for survivor benefits, 
A new amendment 
fully covers families of deceased workers, provided 


you may be eligible to reapply 


they had paid Social Security taxes for 18 months. 
Over 200,000 dependents apparently don't realize they 
now qualify for payments 

You may also collect funeral expenses (not less than 
$90, nor more than $225). 

If your son died with a war record, you can claim 
Social Security credit for his military service. You 
have until August 31, 1956, to file your claim 

If you are a divorced woman, rearing a child and 
collecting support from your ex-husband, you may 
claim benefits after his death. 

You can retire abroad and still collect social insur- 


ance. (The only exception: Uncle Sam won't send

If these provisions don't fit your case, you may have 
money coming under some other technicality. Or you 
may be losing future benefits by neglecting to place 
your name on the Social Security rolls.

If you are in doubt about your status, consult the 
nearest Social Security Office. (There are 630 local 
offices around the country.) Remember, you lose all 
but one year's retroactive benefits if your claim is late 
George Howard of Washington, D. C., to name one, 
lost over $2,000 because he waited until his 92nd year 
to inquire about old-age rights.

He missed nearly 
20 years of benefits before he and his wife, 81, started 
drawing monthly checks. F 

A 2¢ postal card saved Mary Wilson, 65, and her 
mother, 89, from poverty. They lived on a rundown 
Missouri farm 15 miles off the main highway. At thei: 
resources end, Mary thought of Social Security and 
dropped a card to the Washington office. “I can't leave 
my mother to see if she is entitled to Social Security.” 
she wrote, “but please write and let me know.” 

Unfortunately, the mother had never worked under 
Social Security. “A few dollars a month would do so 
much for us,” pleaded Mary. “If only I could get back 
to the cannery for a few weeks, but I can’t leave my 
mother.” This provided a clue; the cannery job was 
covered by social insurance, It turned out the daughter 
was entitled to those needed payments. 

Mrs. Pennie Walston of Goldsboro, N: C., a penni- 
less widow whose late husband had paid only $12.92 
in Social Security taxes, was turned down for benefits 
After last year’s law changes, she hopefully inquired 
again. The meager $12.92 investment now pays her 
$50.20 a month 

Even children may be entitled to payments, some- 
times from their birth date. At Geneva, N. Y., triplets 
named David. Daniel and Donald Haight were born 
four months after their father’s death. They immedi- 
ately began collecting $82.20 monthly. 


UNAWARE for yeors of their right to payments, T. B. 
Tolman of Albuquerque was awarded $1,061 and Mrs. 
Pennie Walston of Goldsboro, N. C., $50.20 a month.

Another agency with a bankroll of unclaimed dollars 
is the Foreign Claims Settlement Commission. The 
money is intended to reimburse those who suffered 
war losses. (Average settlement: $1,500.) As usual, 
many persons wronged aren't aware of their rights. 
“Our agency has money for someone in almost every 
city of the United States,” Chairman Whitney Gillill- 
and told PARADE. 

You are eligible for a cash award if: 

You were a prisoner of war in North Korea. Over 
1,500 ex-POWS (including a dozen civilians) have 
failed to apply. 

Your bank account was seized by the Japanese dur- 
ing the Philippine occupation. An estimated 5,500 
claimants haven't been heard from. 

You were captured fighting under an allied flag 
during.World War II. More than 1,000 haven't claimed 
due compensation. 

You were a merchant seaman interned during 
World War II. Some 225 have neglected to apply. 

If you qualify, you must claim your money before 
September 1, 1955, or forfeit it. A simple inquiry, 
postmarked before midnight August 31, will hold your 
claim. (Address: Foreign Claims Settlement Commis- 
sion, 7th and E Streets, N.W., Washington 25, D. C.) 
“We aren't trying to make a record throwing out 
claims on technicalities,” promises Gillilland. “We'll 
accept any reasonable evidence to help a claimant get 
what he’s entitled to.” 


They’ve Collected 


Dependents may collect the money if the original 
beneficiary has died. Where, for instance, is LeRoy F. 
Fox, whose son Robert died in a North Korean prison 
camp? If you know this father, tell him a Government 
check is his for the trouble of claiming it. Hundreds 
more checks are waiting for the rightful claimants. 

Government manna has already helped many war 
destitute. Take defense worker Donald Rienks’ family, 
cut off without a dime when the Japs captured him on 
Wake Island. He died after 28 months of cruel treat- 
ment. Because he worked for a private contractor, his 
family wasn’t eligible for Government benefits. But 
Mrs. Rienks read about new legislation passed last 
year; now she is drawing compensation for herself 
and three children.

Another needy victim, James Thigpenn of Jackson- 
ville, Fla., was in such a hurry to fight Hitler that he 
joined the Canadian Army before Pearl Harbor. He 
was captured by the Nazis, kept in handcuffs for a 
year and so brutally abused that he had to be liberated 
on a stretcher. Yet his Canadian service disqualified 
him for U.S. atd—until last year’s legislation. 

Merchant seaman Jaseph Atkociunas of Philadel- 
phia, twice torpedoed during World War Il, had a 
similar experience. He was rescued the second time by 
a German raider, which turned him over to the Japs. 
He survived pellagra, scurvy, beri-beri and sadistic 
treatment. (“The beatings went on day and night,” he 
recalls. ““Two especially brutal guards were nicknamed 
Pop Eye and Basher.) Atkociunas found out about 
the new law compensating merchant seamen and 
collected his benefits. 

T. B. Tolman of Albuquerque, N. M., had $1,061 
in two Philippine bank accounts when the Japs moved 
in. He thought the money was lost until he recently 
heard he could file a reimbursement claim. 

Veterans, of course, have a variety of tempting ben- 


, efits to choose from: assorted pensions, free schooling, 


medical care, cheap housing, insurance benefits, low 
loan rates, vocational rehabilitation, homestead rights, 
civil service preference and employment rights, to 
name a few. An enterprising veteran should have no 
trouble finding a benefit to suit him. 

Yet millions of veterans, and their dependents, are 
losing Out on important Government benefits. This is 
less true of World War II and Korean veterans than 
the old-timers who haven't been keeping up with the 
latest legislation. Here are the allowances most com- 
monly overlooked: 

If you served over 90 days in any war since the 
Boxer Rebellion (1898), you now can\claim a pension 
for nonservice-connected disability. The pensions are 
supposed to be paid for “total” disability, but the term 
is liberally interpreted. 

If you paid a veteran's burial expenses, you can sub- 
mit a bill up to $150 to the Veterans Administration. 
You also are entitled to a headstone and a burial flag 
(which you can keep after the funeral). 

If the deceased was a veteran of World War I, II or 
the. Korean War and his death was nonservice-con- 
nected, you may still claim a survivor's pension

If your World War I insurance policy has lapsed, 
you may revive it by meeting the physical exam and 
payment requirements. 

If you are an amputee, you can replace your auto- 
mobile and deduct the cost from your income tax. 

You can get free hospitalization even for non- 
service-connected disabilities, depending on your need 
and the availability of beds. 

For information, write to the Veterans Administra- 
tion, Washington 25, D. C., or consult your local VA 
office. Be sure to include all your discharge data, 
particularly your serial number. 


Big Pot of Gold 


If you still haven't made any money reading this 
article, you may be among the 1,500,000 forgetful 
taxpayers who disappeared after overpaying their in- 
come taxes. Uncle Sam is holding $50 million in 
unclaimed tax rebates for them. 

Most simply neglected to leave adequate forwarding 
addresses. Usually too much tax was withheld from 
their salaries, or their arithmetic may have been care- 
less. Several hasty citizens simply copied their tax form 
number on the check and sent the Treasury Depart- 
ment $1,040. One Washington, D.C., lawyer wrote 
out a check for $7,000 too much. Agents discovered he 
had copied the serial number from one of his tax 
documents as the amount on his check. 

A Boston man sent Uncle Sam five extra $1,000 
bills for no apparent reasOn. Curious agents traced the 
bills, discovered the donor was an old man in his 80s 
He simply wanted to thank the country that had per- 
mitted him to rise from an immigrant peddler to a 
position of wealth. Looking over his tax returns, the 
agents found he had also overpaid his income taxes 
by $17,000. They politely refunded the $17,000 and 
returned the $5,000 gift. 

Of course, the average rebate check is for only $33, 
and Uncle Sam won't waste time hunting you to return 
it. But many checks run into substantial sums. If you 
are the kind who leaves money behind when you move, 
it might pay you to contact the Collector of Internal 
Revenue in your former tax district. 

You don’t qualify for any of the foregoing benefits? 
Don't give up hope. Practically any time the laws may 
change again — to your advantage. s

Aces- back 
to back

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HEATED BROW pleases young Score. He likes to pitch in 
weather “between 90 and 100—so you can sweat good.” 
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is almost identical. Both wind up easily, fire hard. But so far Feller has more control. 


CLEVELAND. 
As rookie pitcher Herb Score mowed down 
16 Boston Red Sox batters in a game early 
this season — missing Bob Feller’s major- 
league strikeout mark by only two — the 
36-year-old Feller looked on from the bench. 
Later in the clubhouse a reporter asked 
Feller how he felt as his 21-year-old team- 
mate nudged closer to his long-time record. 

“I was rooting for him,” said Bob. 

Ordinarily that comment would . mean 
little, since a ball player would rather die 
than say a nasty word — in public — about 
one of his colleagues. But proof of the 
astonishing closeness between the old-timer 
and the rookie came minutes later. 

After showering, Score phoned his mother 
in Lake Worth, Fla. A proud Mrs. Score 
chortled over the phone: “If you'd struck 
out three more, Herb, you would have 
beaten Bob Feller’s mark.” 

“I'm glad I didn’t, Mom,” said Score. 
“Bob is such a nice fellow, I'd have hated 
to break his record.” 

Though Feller had nothing to do with 
making a pitcher out of Score (despite their 
similar form, shown above), he has helped 
considerably by personal example. Score, for 
instance, was deeply impressed by Bob's 
reaction to being batted out of the box one 
afternoon here. 

“Bob reported to the ball park earlier 
each day,” says Score. “He did more wind 
sprints, pitched batting practice longer and 


helped out in the bullpen. The next game he 
pitched, he threw a one-hitter. That kind of 
attention to conditioning,” sums up Score, 
“is something you don’t forget.” 

To Feller, the cheers for young Score 
have a familiar ring. Signed in 1935 by 
scout Cy Slapnicka (who also signed Score), 
he pitched his first game at 17 — when Score 
was 2. He went on to hurl four no-hitters, 
12 one-hitters. 

Herbert Jude Score has a long way to go 
to match that record. But most baseball men 
figure he has the equipment — and the spirit. 
Last year he starred in the American Asso- 
ciation playoffs for Indianapolis despite a 
bout with pneumonia. Says Hank Foiles, his 
catcher there (and later in Cleveland): “He 
has the most terrific competitive spirit of 
anybody I ever saw.” 


Faster Than Feller? 


As with Feller when he first broke in, 
Score’s best pitch is a blinding, hopping fast 
ball. “I’m just out there throwing,” he says. 
“I throw just as hard as I can all the time. 
From the No. 4 man to the pitcher, I bear 
down on all of them.” 

Despite their similar backgrounds, Feller 
won't put Score on the spot by making com- 
parisons. When a reporter asked Feller if 
Score had more speed than Bob in his hey- 
day, Feller looked the man in the eye, “I 
don't know,” he said calmly. “I never hit 
against either of them.” - e

HIGH LIGHT of six-week course 
is American studénts’ visit with 
israeli President Itzhak Ben-Zvi (!.) 
in his modest home in Jerusalem. 


This Tuesday, 35 Americans will begin a 
unique experience 7,000 miles from home 
— New York University’s “Workshop in 
Israel,” believed to be the only U.S. course 
that gives college credit for first-hand study 
of a foreign country. The six-week, $850 
(plus tuition) visit has Israel's top officials 
as special instructors. “A wonderful way to 
combine education and a summer vacation,” 
says Linda Brailove of Elizabeth, N. J., a 
1954 student. 

Dr. Abraham Katsh, NYU’s director of 
Hebrew Culture and Education, launched 
the course seven years ago. Americans, he 
felt, would like to watch the world’s young- 
est democracy grow. And a tour of Bible 
lands would give Catholics, Protestants and 
Jews alike a new insight into religion. Dr. 
Katsh was right: the course has drawn stu- 
dents from all religions, including professors 
and even a Canadian Parliament member. 

Lectures on Israeli political, social, eco- 
nomic and religious life take up three days

a week. Three other days are devoted to 
field trips that dip into every facet of Israeli 
life and history, including visits to religious 
shrines, agricultural settlements, the Knesset 
(Israel's Congress). Prime Minister Moshe 
Sharett and his wife usually hold open house 
for the group. Defense Minister David Ben- 
Gurion makes an annual lecture on the his- 
torical importance of Israel. 

In spite of the heavy six-day-a-week 
schedule the students still find time to act 
like tourists. Their campus is at Herzlia, one 
of Israel's finest beach resorts. A dip in the 
famous River Jordan is a must for every 
visitor, too. And local students and Ameri- 
cans mingle informally to dance the hora, 
Israel’s national dance.

Q. How should a family introduce them- 
selves to a long, formal receiving line at 
a reception? Should a hostess shake hands 
with a guest in her home and elsewhere? 
—B. A. E., Holyoke, Mass. 


A. To the announcer at a formal recep- 
tion of any kind the guest approaching 
the line gives his name as follows: “Mrs 
Doe. Miss Doe, Mr. Doe.” A boy in his 
early teens would say “John Doe.” 

The hostess rises and shakes hands with 
every guest who comes to her home — in 
welcome and in farewell. Her husband 
and other male members of the family do 
the same. When she is hostess in a club 
she also shakes the hand of every guest 
who approaches her in greeting. 


Q. My husband (John Doe, Il) was named 
for an uncle who was his brother's senior 
by a number of years. The uncle had a 
grandson (John Doe, Ill) near my hus- 
band’s age.

BEWARE 


LITTERBUGS! 


Maryland shows how to curb those 


who deface scenery and run up a 


$30 million annual cleanup bill 


BALTIMORE. 
The pictures above pinpoint a situation all 
too familiar the length and breadth of the 
nation. Taken on Ritchie Highway, the 
26-mile parkway linking this city and 
Annapolis, they dramatically illustrate how 
free-wheeling American litterbugs deface 
their own landscape. 

During the state's recent “Cleanup Week,” 
when special efforts were made to call 
attention to the hitter problem, highway 
crews tidied up the parkway and left it 
immaculate. They returned later only to 
find their efforts wasted. Bottles, cans, 
paper and even garbage were scattered 
over the half-million-dollar-a-mile highway. 

Anti-litter organizations everywhere are 
training their guns on those who stupidly 
or carelessly leave a trail of ugliness. More 
and more communities are penalizing them. 
For, appearances aside, the cost of clean- 
ing up highways after the litterbugs is stag- 
gering: $30,000,000 a year. 


Following Maryland’s Lead 


New York City now levies a $25 fine for 
littering. And 11 states have permanent 
citizens’ committees to deal with the prob- 
lem. They are following the lead of Mary- 
land, which came to grips with the litterbug 
menace as the result of what happened after 
the state-wide cleanup campaign. 

Citizens first were aroused when they 
learned the highway department was haul- 
ing a ton of trash a day from Ritchie 
Highway — at a cost of $20,000 a year. 

The rest of the state was suffering, too. 
Stream pollution from litter and garbage 
was a problem for 10 counties. The shores 
of Chesapeake Bay were being messed up 
by “seagoing” litterbugs, whose trash was 
deposited on the shore by the tides. 


Trash-strewn, this beautiful Maryland highway is... 
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... litter is back again. Only real hope: education. 


And so Marylanders joined with Keep 
America Beautiful, Inc., a non-profit or- 
ganization devoted to litter prevention, to 
set up a test cleanup program. Maryland 
was ideal as a pilot state because—as much 
as any state — it is “litter-prone.” | 

It has a comparatively small land area, 
with more than 3,000 miles of shoreline. 
Travel is heavy, because 75 per cent of 
Washington's 4% million annual visitors 
enter the national capital through Mary- 
land. Its hunting and fishing draw sports- 
men from all over the nation. Finally, it is 
a “corridor state” for north-south truck 
traffic. 

Maryland’s Cleanup Week involved more 
than 100 state and local organizations and 
10,000 volunteers. The latter hauled away 
244 truckloads of trash. Housewives 
knocked on doors to alert fellow-citizens to 
the drive. School children wrote “cleanup” 
letters and took them home to their par- 
ents. Gov. Theodore R. McKeldin pre- 
pared a TV message. The State Roads 
Commission sent out 750,000 leaflets with 
automobile license tags. Industry backed 
the drive with newspaper, radio and TV 
advertising. 

And 12 persons actually were arrested 
and convicted of litter violations—although 
the state had had a litter law since 1912 
with no previous convictions. | 

Marylanders beamed. Their state was 
spic and span. Then what happened? Barely 
two weeks after the campaign the litter 
was back in all its ugliness. 

Says John E. Clark, chairman of the 
Governor's cleanup committee: “It was a 
big letdown, because our people had put in 
a lot of hard work. But now we realize 
you can’t stop with a whirlwind cleanup 
drive. The answer is long-term education.”

Having learned the hard way, Mary- 
land has launched what is probably the 
first concrete program to liquidate litter- 
bugs. It is geared to 1) educate people not 


‘to toss their trash indiscriminately and 2) 


provide adequate disposal facilities. 

For example: Maryland has placed re- 
ceptacles along the highways with signs 
reading, “Trash Can 1,000 Feet Ahead.” 
This gives even the motorist traveling 60 
mph time to stop and deposit trash where 
it belongs instead of tossing it out the 
window. 

Also, about half of Maryland’s counties 
now have acquired land for sanitary land- 
fills. Under the landfill method, a wide 
trench is bulldozed for a disposal site, 
When full, it is graded over and another 
trench dug. Owners of land thus utilized 
generally find its value increased. 


Warnings Only — for Now 


Despite the arrests that marked its 
Cleanup Week, Maryland is not attempt- 
ing a get-tough policy at this stage of the 
long-range program. State highway police 
are passing Out warning cards to violators. 
particularly those in out-of-state cars. 

A spokesman for Keep America Beauti- 
ful sums up the problem this way: 

“Litter is largely a matter of economics. 
The nation spends $30 billion a year for 
leisure and recreation. Some 38,000,000 
families have paid vacations and holidays. 
About 32,000,000 hunting and fishing 
licenses are issued every year. 

“That means mass consumption of goods 
in cans, bottles and bags for mass recrea- 
tion—which adds up to mass litter. 

“But we're finding that people will co- 
operate if given-a chance. I think we'll 
soon have the litterbugs on the run.” &

with its creator as guide 


ANAHEIM, CALIF. 
No figure in the world today ts closer to 
the hearts of children than a 54-year-old 
boy named Walt Disney. 

Despite his ever-growing fame and cur- 
rent financial solidity (thanks particularly 
to his Disneyland TV series and the Davy 
Crockett boom it touched off), the king of 
the animated cartoon has never lost contact 
with the dreams youngsters dream. Latest 
proot is what he considers his outstanding 
(and potentially most profitable) project 
vet: Disneyland. 

Located on 160 acres here, 22 miles 
southeast of Los Angeles, Disneyland is 
scheduled to open next week (July 18). 
It will be, Disney says, “the most fabulous 
playground on earth——something of a fair, 
a city from the Arabian Nights, a dream 
that I've had for years, a dream that’s 
actually coming to life.” 

To give its readers an advance look at 
this multimillion-dollar dream, PARADE re- 
cently asked Disney to guide two young 
Calitornians — Alane Harlan, 9, of Culver 
City and Derek Norcross, 8, of Los An- 
geles through Disneyland. Disney hap- 
pily agreed to take the time .from_ his 
numerous other interests. “Great idea!” he 
beamed. “We're still in construction—but 
let's go!” 

So they did. And the following dialogue 
ensued: 

DISNEY. Before we start, let me tell you 
something about our’ overall plan. -Disney- 
land is divided into four main sections: 
lomorrowland, Fantasyland, Frontierland 
and Adventureland. Each has separate ex- 
hibits, rides and restaurants .. . Right now, 
we're standing on Main Street, U.S.A. This 
is just the way a small town looked 50 or 
50 years ago. 

ALANE. Excuse me, Mr. Disney, but how 
much does this place cost?

DISNEY. About $17 million. 

ALANE. Doesn't your wife yell at you for 
spending all that money? 

DISNEY. She’s used to it! 

DEREK. But how much does it cost to get 
into Disneyland? 

DISNEY. Fifty cents for children under 12. 
One dollar for adults. Now, let’s start with 
Tomorrowland . . . 

In Tomorrowland, Walt pointed out the 
various commercial exhibits sponsored by 
leading corporations (Disneyland as a 
whole is compounded of commercialism, 
fun and information), then let Derek and 
Alane drive scaled-down versions of the 
automobile of the future. At the “Space 
Terminal” the youngsters boarded a pas- 
senger rocket for a “round trip to the 
moon,” then visited the Super-Automatic 
Restaurant. 

In Fantasyland the visitors took a min- 
ing cart to the diamond mine of Snow 
White and the Seven Dwarfs, crawled 
through a large hole leading to Alice in 
Wonderland, wound up on a water slide 
with Monstro the Whale. Then the ques- 
tions. began again. 

ALANE. How late will Disneyland stay open, 
Mr. Disney? 

DISNEY. You two kids call me Walt. In the 
summer months, darling, it ll remain open 
every day from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. In fall 
and winter we'll keep it closed on Mondays.

DEREK. Y'know, Walt, my father says 
you're gonna make a mint from the Dis- 
neyland. Hotel. Where's that? 

DISNEY. Right opposite the main exit, 
Derek.

We'll 
be adding new games, new rides, new 
exhibits all the time. Let's go over to 
Frontierland and Adventureland, and I'll 
show. you. what I mean... 

Walt and his guests entered Frontierland 
through the gates of an old log fort. 
Immediately the children asked=to see 
Davy Crockett. Disney explained that Fess 
Parker, the actor who plays Crockett, was 
out on tour but would return to Disney- 
land for the opening-day ceremonies. Then 
he led his charges to the shooting gallery, 
where they aimed authentic buffalo guns at 
replicas of wild animals. The “Iron Horse,” 
an old-time train, carried them around the 
perimeter of the park. They also climbed 
aboard a Wells Fargo stagecoach and the 
Mark Twain, a 105-foot paddle-wheeler 
that cruises on a man-made lake. 

In Adventureland they took the Explor- 
er’s Boat Trip through the “Tropics,” then 
stopped at the “Tropical Saloon” for berry 
beverages. (Despite more than 20 different 
restaurants, Disneyland sells no alcoholic 
drinks. ) 

By then, Derek and Alane were dog- 
tired. Not their guide. As if recharged with 
energy by the wonder of it all, he went 
right on expfaining things. 

DISNEY. Disneyland is also gding to be 
home base for my television programs 
Starting October 3 I’ve got a new one 
coming up The Mickey Mouse Club. 
DEREK. How do you find time to do all 
these things? Movies —- cartoons tele- 
vision — Disneyland — and now more 
television! 

DISNEY. Well, | just like to keep going. 
ALANE. You know, Walt, you're a lot hike 
me. I no sooner get one toy than I want 
to start playing with something else... 

At that, Walter Elias Disney smiled. And 
his smile, boyish and contagious, was like 
a lamp lighting up a room. “That's me all 
right,” he admitted. *

Whom cares? 


to bring the tricks of English grammar up-to-date 


it has, however, attracted a few prominent 
champions, notably Britain’s former Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill. In a wartime 
speech, Churchill declared: “These are the 
plans that the members of the Ministry are 
working at.” Schooled in the rule that no 
sentence should end with a preposition, a 
Hritish Broadcasting Corporation editor cor- 
rected Churchill. The prime minister 
sqguelched him with the perfect retort: “This 
is a kind of errant pedantry up with which I 
will not put.” 

A few years later, Churchill horrified the 
purists again by announcing in a speech: 

This is me, Winston Churchill.” Pearce and 
his fellow liberals were delighted; the stuffy 
lt is 1 ts one of their favorite targets. (Even 
most conservatives, the liberals whisper, use 
it's me” — outside the classroom.) “It’s 
me. they say, has precedent in litera- 
‘ure (Shakespeare used it in Twelfth Night) 
ind in other languages (French: C'est moi). 
It's easier, iS logical and it changes the mean- 
ng not one whit. Why shouldn't it be inter- 
changeable with “It’s I’? 

The standard answer is that the rules have 
heen handed down through the ages. But, 
Pearce points out, they haven't, most of them 
sere drawn up about 100 years ago by arbi- 
trary scholars who followed Latin examples, 

reasoned” them out or just made them up. 
Pearce can cite plenty of historical evidence 
tor his argument: the writings of Shakespeare, 
Dryden, Burns and others are rife with what 
conservatives would call “mistakes.” 

Not long ago, the Army called a halt to an 
argument the purists had been carrying on 
lor years. Insignia, said the latter, was plural, 
taken from Latin; the name for one badge 
should be insigne. Rather than try to make 
Latin scholars out of soldiers, the Army, by 
official order, declared insignia singular and 
insignias plural. 


Gymnasiums — or Gymnasia? 


Pearce points out that the argument was 
contradictory in the first place. Even the pur- 
ists say gymnasiums instead of the Latin 
plural gymnasia, and stadiums instead of the 
Latin stadia. Similar mixups occur in pos- 
sessives and in other plurals: should it be 
my mother’s-in-law house” or “my mother- 
in-law’s house”? Should it be “our, mothers- 
in-law” or “our mother-in-laws”? In cases 
like these, Pearce believes, common sense 
should be the guide. 

Common sense, the liberals claim, is just 
what the conservatives aren't using. A cam- 
paign is on now to abandon the word “got- 
len “We have abandoned ‘boughten,’” 
Pearce says, “but we haven't abandoned ‘rid- 
den.” So why should we abandon ‘gotten’?” 

The conservative view is that a noun is a 
noun and a verb is a verb and never can the 
(wo change places. But the liberals hold that 
no word can be pigeonholed; and they point 


ty 


to such examples as “know-how” (a noun 
composed of a verb and an adverb), “ne’er- 
do-well” (a noun made up of two adverbs 
and a verb), “devil-may-care” and “happy- 
go-lucky.” The purists’ insistence on holding 
a word in its own slot is more evidence of 
the way they are keeping. the language 
“deliberately stodgy,” as Pearce puts it. 

“The old-school grammarians are hammer- 
heads,” Pearce says, heatedly. “They ham- 
mer down on the poor kids in school, and 
the kids have to sit there and take it. But they 
are only hammering down their own ignor- 
ance and intolerance.” 

For instance, Pearce recalls the hue and 
cry that went up when Dizzy Dean, while 
broadcasting a baseball game, said a player 
“slud into third.” “Our language was func- 
tioning in a high-cylinder way,” says Pearce. 
“He was using a perfectly descriptive expres- 
sion. And everyone — including the purists 
— understood him. 


Meaning over Form 


“You see more and more of this freedom 
of usage in advertising, writing, speeches,” 
Pearce adds. “It’s the triumph of meaning 
over form. You have to make language serve 
thought, not thought serve language.” 

One way of making language serve 
thought, Pearce thinks, would be to “prac- 
tically throw out of the language” the word 
whom, which gives everyone trouble. The 
only time the word serves any purpose, 
Pearce declares, is in such sentences as “To 
whom did you give the book?” — when it 
seems easier to say. 

Even split infinitives, like the one in the 
paragraph above, get the liberals’ okay. Al- 
most everyone splits them with a steady 
crackle, to the horror of the purists. who in- 
sist that “to enter the race formally” is cor- 
rect, and not “to formally enter the race.” 
Pearce feels that to split or not to split is 
every man’s privilege; often, a split infinitive 
is-necessary to avoid confusion. 

In fact, even ain't gets the blessing of 
the liberals.“ Aren't is so forced.” Pearce says. 
“It's the private-school diction that irritates 
me — you know, the kind that says, ‘I'm silly, 
aren't 1?” I wouldn't be caught dead saying 


‘Aren't I” And ‘Am I not? is not much 
» better. 


“English is adapting itself to the demands 
of a free, living, changing society. If we hold 
it back we tend to lose communication with 
each other. The conservatives think we are 
trying to destroy the purity of the language, 
but there is no such thing as ‘high-level’ and 
‘low-level’ language. The language in a ma- 
chine shop is just as useful as the language 
of a college lecturer. There's too much snob- 
bery connected with the language. Person- 
ally,” Pearce winds up, “I'd say to the con- 
servatives, along with millions of others, 
“Who do they think they are?’ ” »

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Power brakes and steering spark argument among motorists 


DETROIT. 
Do you have power brakes on your car? 
Power steering? If not, you may have 
soon. At the moment, power steering ts 
included on one of every four cars made 
here. and the demand keeps rising. 

Just what are power controls (PC, for 
short)? You might compare power brakes 
to a vacuum cleaner. When you push the 
brake you switch on a vacuum cleaner — 
but instead of pulling in dirt, it pulls your 
hrakes on for you. 

As to power steering: you do an enor- 
mous amount of work steering a car. But 
power steering takes most of the load for 
\ou. It pushes your wheels over by means 
of a powerful oil pump that works quick 
aS a flash. On some cars you get help 
only when you make a turn that takes a 
few pounds of effort. This means that on 
straight roads and slight curves you do 
the steering without help. On other cars 
‘ou get help all the time. 


Two Points of View 

Whatever its advantages, PC still is a 
subject for disagreement. Some “against- 
i drivers argue that it makes driving too 
easy — that you lose the feel of the road. 
[he “for-it” drivers answer it’s a matter 
of getting used to it—you don’t lack road 
feel after you adjust to the more senst- 
live controls. 

In view of the general disagreement 
‘and you can get an argument in any 
roadside garage), why the upsurge in 
sales? Perhaps the best answer lies in the 
“ords of a 68-year-old man who drives 
every spring from Florida to Evanston, Ill. 

“T used to get so tired,” he says, “it 


took me two full days to recover. But this 
year I used a car with PC. I averaged 515 
miles a day and. I felt I could have gone 
on indefinitely.” 

Salesmen who make long trips support 
his argument. One salesman who had to 
cut down his trips because of a back ail- 
ment now reports he does 500 miles a day 
without strain. 

In fact, salesmen and doctors, accord- 
ing to industry reports, are becoming 
strong rooters for PC. Some doctors are 
actually prescribing tt. One New York 
obstetrician even forbids his patients to 
drive during the last two months of preg- 
nancy—except in a power-equipped car. 
PC, he says, eases the strain that parking 
throws on tender stomach muscles. 

Other doctors have said PC can aid 
drivers with arthritis. bursitis or back in- 
juries, as well as those who are physically 
frail. One East Coast heart specialist now 
advises his patients to use PC. It is his 
contention that coronary patients can re- 
turn to driving sooner if they have con- 
trols to ease body strain. 

Here in Detroit one manufacturer made 
a PC test with a “typical housewife.” In 
a day's driving (74% miles), she saved 
enough energy during braking, backing 
and parking to have lifted her 48-pound 
son into bed 204 times. In two parking 
maneuvers alone she saved enough energy 
to lift 25 pounds of groceries into her 
car 36 times. Turning a corner, she saved 
more than 50 “foot-pounds” of work — 


enough to lift a 50-pound sack of pota- 


toes one foot. 
But what about safety? Suppose you 
run out of gas? The facts are these: 


1) If your engine ever quits on the 
road, PC goes right on working long 
enough to let you make a safe stop — 
provided you don’t shift into neutral. 

2) If you do go into neutral with a 
dead motor, you still have the old “man- 
ual” foot brakes to fall back on. (You 
even have a little reserve in your power 
brakes.) There's one difference. On some 
cars the “manual” foot brake needs a /or 
more pressure than you're used to. And 
the wheel may, too. You can test the feel 
of your emergency controls by killing 
your engine at 30 mph and coasting in 
neutral on a quiet, safe road. 


Find Out How it Works 

If you buy a PC car, insist that your 
dealer brief you. A Chicago couple drove 
home in a brand-new car — their first 
with PC. On the way, the wife stalled 
the motor. 

“She had no brakes,” her husband said 
later. “I couldn't tell her what to do — 
because nobody had told me.” 

The wife did have brakes but didn't 
know it. After she had used up her brak- 
ing reserve, she needed only to push the 
pedal harder to bring the “manual” foot 
brakes into action. Or, she could have 
pulled the parking brakes. 

With PC, engineers say, you can con- 
trol a blowout, “hold straight” ~’ith a flat 
tire, stop faster. You may even keep bet- 
ter control in a sideswipe collision, or 
avoid an upset if you run off the road. 

Above all, the National Safety Council 
points out that fatigue behind the wheel 
is one of today’s worst driving hazards. 
But with PC, you don't get tired. wo 


—or your money back!
